ariſe, and this is the rather to be expected, when the 
Care of them is entruſted with a mix'd and fiutuating 
Society, ſuch as every large Body-Corporate is, and mnt. 
be, No Perſon, therefore, ſhould be ſurprized, if that 
has happened to the Charities ef this Town, which ts 
common to thoſe of every other. But, as every diſinte- 
reſted Attempt to ſet ſuch Things right when they are 
wrong, is commendable, ſo we hope that this Account will 
be favourably receiv d, becauſe it is evidently publiſhed 
with no other View than that of promoting the Publick 
Good. It wwas occaſion'd by an Order of Great Court that 
was luckily obtain'd Oct, 16, 1743, by which a Com- 
mittee was appointed“ to enquire «what Donations have 


from time to time been given to the Toon of Ipſwich ; 
« or to any particular Burgeſſes, as ſuch ; and under

The Publick are indebted to all the Members of 
this Committee for the Pains that they reſpectively took in 
their Enquiry ; but their Thanks are particularly due to 
ONE Gentleman, who applied himſelfio it with an tte

From the Papers of ſome of the Members of this Com. 
miltee the following Account is drawn, We were in ſome 
Hopes that we ſhould have been excuſed from the Trouble 
of publiſhing it, becauſe it was confidently given out, that 
the Corporation would publiſh an Account of their Chari- 
ties, under their own Authority, There was ſome Colour 
for this Aſſertion, becauſe an Order of Great-Court was 
made on the fourth of laſt November, 1746, That the 
< Report made by the Secret-Committee, appointed 
&« ſometime ſince for the Enquiry into diverſe Charities 
&« betonging to this Corporation, be printed, at the Charge 
<« of the ſaid Corporation.“ But as we knew———that 
the Charitable-Committee did make no regular Report; — 
that ſo much of their Proceedings as they had already 
communicated to the Corporation, and no more, would 
make but an awkward Figure by itſelf ;——that the Com- 
mittee were expreſſy told, they could not finiſh their Re- 
port after they were diſſolved; that no particular 
Perſons were appointed by the Order to do this Bufineſs ; 
and, that no Time was fixed for the doing it: 
From all this, there was ſome Reaſon to doubt, whether 
the Corporation were in Earneſt, or not : As we never did 
believe they were, we ventur'd to ſend our Papers to the . 
* Preſs ſo long ago as laſt December. But if the Corpc- 
ration ſhoutd think proper to publiſh their Account of theſe 
Charities, woe ingenuouſly confeſs, that theirs may be much 
more particular, exact, and ſatisfaftory than ours is, 
becauſe the Perſons concernd in that, muſs have ſcvcral 
Advantages that we had not. For as they att by the Au- 
thority of the Corporation, ——they may have free Acceſs 
10 ALL the Great-Court Backs, which all the Members 
of the Charitable-Committce were not permitted property 


to examine; hey may certainly have free Ingreſs, 
#greſ(s ond Regreſs, ta and from the Treoſury ;——=they.

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$24y regulate, digeſt, and methodize, that confuſed Plate, 
and all that Load of Papers, which lie in Heaps there, 
and would probably throw much Light into theſe Affairs; 
and they may conſult, examine, compare, and extract 
from theſe, and all other Papers, and Books of Account 
belonging to the Corporation, at their full Leiſure; 
whereas, ſeveral of the Materials that coe had, were 
copied in ſome Haſte, when a lucky Opportunity effered, 
cohich if not then made uſe of, might never be had again. 
But as we have not the leaſt Reaſon to ſuſpect the Care, 
or the Fidelity of the Perſons from whom we had theſe 
Papers, wwe are poſitive the Facts therein mentioned will 
not be diſputed. And as to the additional Obſervations 
and Propgals, the Publick will lay no more Sireſs upon 
them than they ſhall be found to deſerve, ſo no Hurt can 
«be done in that reſpetf, But if, contrary to our Expecta- 
«tions, it ſhould happen that we hav? been miſinformed in 
any particular, the Corporation, when they publiſh their 
oron Account, may ſet the. Publick right again. 
I ſeems at firſt Sight fo proper, that the Publick ſhould 
know the Nature, the Deſign, and the Management of 
{publick. Charities, that we need giv? no Reaſon for pub- 
iſbing an Account of them; and moſt People ſeem to be 
ſo «well ſatisfied of this, that one would not have expected, 
"that any Man ſhould objefF to it : Yet much has been ſaid 
- againſt this preſent Publication; and from the Liſt of our 
Subſcribers, it ſeem: as if ſmall Encouragement had been 
given to it, by thoſe Gentlemen <who take the Lead in the 
Management of the Affairs of this Corporation, But, 
among all the Clamours that have been raiſed againſt the 
Dien itſelf, or the Perſons that are ſuppoſed to be con- 
cerned in it, only one finale Thing has been ſaid, that has 
the leaſt Weigh! , and that has indeed fo very little, that 
if it were thrown into a Scale it would ſcarce carry a 
| Feather. It has been ſaid, that ſeveral of the Miſap- 
plications hereafter related were begun, if not compleated, 
before the Perſons now in being, had any Concern with 
the Corporation; and therefore ſome of their Advrcates 
are apprehenſive, that they may he unjuſily bl.med for 


what

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what their Predeceſſors did, and may be made to bear the 
Load of other Men's Faults; whereas it is enough, in all 
reaſon, if every Man carries his own. In this we are 
agreed; but we apprehend that this Publication will not 
be attended with ſuch a dreadful Conſequence ;, but, for 


fear it ſhould, whenever we could, we hade mentioned the 
earlieſt Date of any Miſmanagement ; and ſurely, the 


preſent Members will not be blamed for what was done 
before they were concern'd, except ſo far as they imitate 
their Predeceſſors in their preſent Practice. To give one 
Inſtance, the greateſt Embezzlement has been in the Lend- 
ing- Caſo; and the largeſt Draught upon that was made, 
as we have ſaid; about the Year 1675, For this, we 
preſume, no Perſon now living will be blamed But may 
zt not be of great Uſe to have it known? By this we 
put the People upon their Guard, that whenever the Cor- 


poration ſhould grow poor, and come into unzvorthy Hands, 


its Leaders may not be ſuffered to finger any more of it, 
under the Pretence of borrowing and paying Intereſt for 


the Sum they take. For this we may depend upon; 


when they lend themſelves Money, they do not intend to pay 
it. This is the proper Uſe that ſhould be made of this 
Account, in other Particulars, as well as ibis; for not- 
withſtanding what may be arifully, or maliciouſiy given 
out, as to our Defign in publiſhing it, it is done, not fo 
much with Regard to what is poſt, as with a View 10 
what 15 t0 come.

There was ſome Miſunderftanding between Mr. 


Tooley's Executors and the Corporation, but with the 


Aſſiſtance of Sir N:cholns Bacon, at that time Lord 


Keeper of the Great Seal of England, every Thing 


was ſettled, and the following Plan for the Manage- 
ment of this Charity was agreed upon, as appears by 
an Indenture Tripartite, dated July 16, 1562, be- 
tween The Right Rev. Father in God John Lord Biſhop 
e Norwich on the firſt Part; The Executors of Mr. 
Tooley on the Second; and the Bailiſſs, &c. of Ipjwic;s 
on the third Part. In which the ſaid Corporation of 
Ipſtwich did bind themſelves and their Succeſſors to 
ebſerve, perform, and keep all the Orders, Rules, 
and Statutes hereafter mentioned, truly, faithfully, 


and inviolably. 


& 1. And Firſt, That there ſhall be provided with- 
« in the ſaid Town of Ipſcich, one convenient Houſe 
« for poor People, with FIVE Lodgings in the fame, 
<< to be kept and maintained for ever, and called, The

and their Succeſſors for ever, for the Purpoſes aforeſaid. | 


The Reader has now before him a full Account of 


the Foundation of this Charity, as it was firſt ſketched 


out by My. Tooley in his Will; confirm'd by the Royal 
Charter of Philip and Mary; and finally ſettled and 
eſtabliſh'd by my Lord Keeper _ in this laſt recited 


Inden- 
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Indenture, which the Corporation have bound them- 
ſelves for ever to obſerve. 

From this Account it appears, 1. That the Corpo- 
ration at large, 1. e. The Bailiffs, Burgeſſes, and Com- 
monalty of Ipſwich, are no otherwiſe concern'd with 
this Charity, than as TryRees, in whom the Property 
of the Eſtates is veſted. 2. That the Aſſembly, i. e. the 
Bailiffs, Portmen, and Common Council, or Twenty- 
four-Men, are entruſted with the Choice. of the War- 
dens, and the paſſing of their Accounts. And 3. That 
as Mr. Tooley entruſted his Exeeutors with the Receipt, 
Management, and Diſpoſition of the Profits of his 
Eſtates, ſo ſince their — this Power is devoly'd 
upon the Wardens for the time being. Therefore, after 
ſtating the Account of the Annual Produce of this 
Charity, we ſhall add whatever we have to offer concern- 
ing the preſent or future Management of it, in reſpect | 
to theſe ſeveral Truſts, and in the Order they are here 
mentioned. 

What the Annual Value of Mr. Tooley's Eftates-was 

at the Time of his Deceaſe is uncertain. We ſee in 
1 13 56, they were ſuppoſed not to exceed 100 Marks.

And the Corporation have of late Years covenanted 
to do the Repairs, The. 
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The Fines ariſing from the Manors of Nverſton and 
SackoyPs are in their own Nature uncertain: But in 
the thirty Years which bounded the Enquiry of the 
Committee, they amounted to 4867, 13s. 64. which 
at a Medium is about 16/7. per Ann. And this Cha- 
rity is moreover entitled to two Houſes in St. Hellen's, 
and to the further annual Rent of 61. per Ann. which 
it hath not, but ought to have from a Farm at O?zles 
of which we ſhall ſay more in our Account of Chriſt's 
Hoſpital. LS, bY 

I. The Property of theſe Eſtates is veſted in the 
Corporation, who are the Truſtees for it; As ſuch they 
ought to take Care that none of them are embezzled, 
or applied to other Uſes; and they are entruſted with 
the Power of Leaſing them, but under the Covenants 
and Reſtrictions mentioned in the Indenture (Claule 8.) 
Viz. 1. Not without the Aﬀent of the Wardens. 2, 
Not for more than eleven Years. 3. Not to ſuffer any 
| Waſte to be committed. 4. Not to ſuffer the Leaſe to 
be affizn'd over without their Conſent, 5. And they 
are to reſerve, at leaſt, the old Rent, 

But theſe Conditions have not always been obſerv'd. 

For the two Houſes in St. He{er's above-mention'd. 
were leaſed out in 1655 upon a Leaſe of NineTyY NINE 
Tears, upon the reſerved Rent of no more than ten 
Shillings each Houſe; and for a Fine of fourſcore 
Pounds. And the Inconvenience of this Practice is 
ſufficiently apparent from this Inſtance for it has frau- 
dulently been pretended by ſome of the Leſſees of 
theſe Houſes, that the Fee has been in them. See the 
Account of Smart*s Charity, = e 

The Committee found likewiſe that Mr. Rudland 
was permitted by his Leaſe % commit Waſte, for by 
one Clauſe he had a Power to /e Chalk, which tends 
to the Diminution of the Value of his Farm; and was 
in their Opinion injurious to this Charity. 8 

They found likewiſe another Clauſe in Mr. Rud- 
land's Leaſe, which is leſs juſtifiable than the preceed- 
ing: For by it He is bound to furniſh Lime for all 

— — Corpo- 
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Corporation Work at leſs than Half the common Price, 
This Covenant is plainly injurious to the Charity. 


There is one thing more which this Corporation is 


juftly blameable for, which is the not ſuing a Commiſ- 
ſion out of the Court of Chancery, which by Clauſe 


10. of the Indenture they have obliged themſelves to 


do every tue Years. But this has been for ſeveral 
Fears, either wilfully omitted, or, at teaſt, neglected. 
There has been none ſince the Year 1723. And the 
Committee were of Opinion that the Irregularities in 
diſpoſing of the Money of this Charity were in a great 
Meaſute owing to this Neglect. It is now hoped that 
this will ſoon be done, and that proper Perſons will be 
appointed Commiſſioners for this Purpoſe. It ſhould 
not be delayed much longer; for if it be, the Com- 
miſſion will probably be applied for from another 
Quarter, and then it will come with the worſe Grace. 


II. As to the Fruſt that is veſted in the Aſſembly, 


viz, The Choice of Wardens, and the paſſing of their 
Accounts, it is ſo particularly directed by the Inden- 
ture, Clauſe 6. that one would not expect to find any 


Miſtake about it. Yet there has been ſome Irregula - 


fity in this reſpect. 


For 1. It is oblerveable that this Charity was wiſely 


entruſted with thoſe who were moſt likely to be 
proper Perſons to manage it. For at the time when 
the Indenture was made, the Portmen and Common- 
Council-Men of Ip/wich, were not only wealthy Men, 
and therefore more likely to be faithful ; but they 
were likewiſe conſiderable Traders, and Men of large 
Dealings in the Place, which implies and ſuppoſes 
their conſtant Reſidence in the Town. However, the 
Indenture, to prevent all Accidents, expreſsly provides, 


Clauſe 7. That if any of the Wardens ſhould die or 
depart out of the Town to inhabit elſewhere, another 


ſhould be choſen in his Room. Yet within theſe few 
Years, the Aſſembly have choſen a Renter-Warden, 
tho” they knew beforehand that he lived in London, 
and would not re/ide here. The Conſequence of which 


Was,

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was, that He muſt perform his Office by a Deputy; 
And as no Man could expect or deſire, that He ſhould 
ſwear for his Deputy, it follow'd from hence, that 
neither Principal, nor Deputy were ſworn at all. 

2. It has happen'd too within the Space of 30 Years, 
that the ſame Perſon has continued in the Office of 
Renter-Warden wo Years together; directly contrary 
to Clauſe 6. 

3. It has happend, that one Renter-Warden's Ac- 
counts about 20 Years ago, were never paſs'd at all; 
which is the more extraordinary, becauſe the Bailiffs 
are not to have their Salary before they have paſs'd 
the Renter- Wardens Accounts, and thoſe of Chrifi's 
Hoſpital. 

4. And it ſo commonly happens, Year after Year, 
that we may now truly ſay, it is become cy/ſtomary not 
to paſs theſe Accounts in the Manner preſcrib'd by 
Clauſe 6. For inſtead of doing it at the End of the 


Year, they that do paſs them, do it not generally till 


a conſiderable time afterwards. mY 

And inſtead of paying the Balance immediately upon 
paſſing them to the Auditors (viz. The Aſſembly then 
preſent) they are generally a much longer time be- 


fore they part with Hat; and ſometimes it happens 


that it is not paid in ſeveral Years afterwards. 
5. A little more Method and Exactneſs is wanted in 
this Affair; for it appeared to the Committee that 


ſome of theſe Accounts were Miſſing, and could not be

6. But from ſome of thoſe that were in being, it 
appear'd that ſome Renter- Wardens had taken the Li- 
berty of laying out /zrge Sums of Money without the 
Conſent of the Wardens, to the amount of ſeveral 


hundred Pounds, within the Space of their Inquiry, 
notwithſtanding the firſt Proviſion in Claule 7. 


To Remedy ſome of theſe Inconveniencies, it was 
recommended to the Corporation by the Committee, 
that a Book ſhould be kept, in which every Renter- 
Warden's Account ſhould be enter'd; and at the Be- 

8 _ ginning 
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nning of it the aforeſaid Indenture Tripartite ſhoutd 
4 fairly copied, (and the Warden's Oath would very 
properly be added; ) that if any Renter- Warden for the 
future ſhould lay out any Sums of Money without a 
proper Authority from his Brother Wardens, he may 
not plead Ignorance. 

III. We proceed now to the Office of Wardet, in 
the Diſcharge of which every Gentleman ſhould be the 
more cautious and careful, becauſe he obliges himſelf 
at the Entrance upon his Office in the moſt folemn 
Manner to be ſo, by taking the following Oath. 

„ Ye ſhall ſwear, that ye ſhall do your Endeavour 
* to ſee and procure the Rules, Ordinances, and Sta-

* endeavour to the beſt of your Power, well and truly 
* to execute the Office of Warden whereunto ye are 
elected, in ſuch Manner and Form as in the Inden. 
« ture is ae: And in all Leaſes to be made of 
* the Lands of the Foundation, or any Part thereof, 
during ſuch Time as you ſhall continue in that Office, 
« you ſhall, to the beſt of your cunning and Power, 
* procure the moſt and beſt Benefit thereby, SO help 
you Gop.” 

In reſpect of this Office we ſhall ſhew to what Pur- 
oſes the Profits of theſe Eſtates /aould Le applied; 
ow they are applied; what is ſuppoſed to be wrong 

in the preſent Management; and how 1t is propoſed 
that theſe Irregularities ſhould be corrected ; and then 
add ſomething in Relation to the Government of the 
Poor in this Foundation, which will take in the whole 
of the Warden's Office. 

And i, the Profits of theſe Eſtates are to be ap- 
plied to the Maintenance of the Poor in Mr. Toole)*s 
Almsbouſesz who are to be ſuch as are unfeignedly lame 
ty Occafion of the King*s Wars, or otherwiſe, that cannot 
Fel their Living, or one Half of it. Therefore, upon 
very Vacancy, if therg be among the Inhabitants of

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Irfevich, a maimed Sailor or Soldier, by Occaſion of the 
King's Wars, he has a Sort of Propriety to be admitted 
into this Charity, whether He or his Friends be Free 


of the Corporation or not; All ſuch ought to be pro- 


vided for in the firſt Place; and the Want of them 1s 
to be ſupplied with other Lame and Impotent Perſons : 
And this ought never to be evaded, becauſe it was 
clearly Mr. Tooley's main Intention. (See his Will, 
Clauſe A.) TIS 0 

After the poor People in the Almshouſe are proper- 
ly provided for, Mr. Tooley directed (See his Will 
Clauſe H. and IJ.) ſo much of the Remainder as his 
Executors ſhould think requiſite, to be beſtowed upon 
the Reparation of the Highways. And the Indenture 
requires, that after the Death of Alice Tooley and Alice 
Thwaytes, the Wardens — /hall yearly beſtow of the 
Rents—in—repairing and amending the Highways near 
end about Ipſwich, by the Diſcretion of the Wardens. 
Clauſe 9. Es = 

The Meaning of which, we preſume, 1s, not that it 
ſhould be at their Diſcretion whether they ſhould lay 


out any thing or not; but that They ſhould determine 


in what ſtinking Lane, or in what naſty Road about 
the Town it is moſt proper to expend this Money; 
and what particular Sum ſhould be allowed for the Re- 
air or Amendment of ſuch Lane or Road: And if 
ſo, the Total Neglect of this muſt annually expoſe the 
Wardens to the Cenſure of being unfaithful in their 
Truſt. And it concerns them to conſider, how far it 
is conſiſtent with their Oath : For as the Donation is 
far from being abſurd, improper, or unreaſonable in 


itſelf, the Queſtion here is not, Whether the Teſtator 


might not have diſpoſed of his Eſtate to a better Pur- 


pole? But, whether his Truſtees apply it according to 


his Direction? 

For Inſtance, ſuppoſe that any Perſon ſhould leave 
his Eſtate for the Repair of the Toumn-Bridges, in order 
to free the InhaBtrants from the Inconvenience of Bridge 
Bates; if his Truſtees, inſtead of applying it to that 
Uſe, ſhould be pleaſed to give the Income of it away 

—. © 0 
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to ſo many poor People, at ſo much a Week; Would 
not any Man ſay they were unfaithful in the Diſcharge 
of their Truſt? And as it would not be a ſufficient 
Plea for them to urge that the Law has made a Provi- 
ſion for the Repair of the Bridges; ſo neither is it ſuf- 


ficient for the Wardens to urge this in reſpect of the 


Highways, becauſe the Law had made a Proviſion for 
them before Mr. Tooley made his Will: For of com- 
mon Right, or by common Law, the Pariſhioners of 
each Pariſh are obliged to repair the Highways of it. 

We will ſay then, that ſome reaſonable Portion of 
Mr. Tooley's Revenues ought to be applied to this Pur- 
poſe, as occaſion ſhall require ; but the particular Place 
where, and what particular Sums ſhall be yearly expended, 
is left to the Prudence and Diſcretion of the Wardens 
for the Time being to determine. 


It is obſerveable that ihe Fardens have a diſcretio- 


nary Power by Clauſe [I.] of applying the Overplus to 
other charitable Uſes ;, but the Corporation, as ſuch, have 
no ſuch Power. This is mentioned, becauſe the Cor- 
ration ſeems to have interfer'd ſometimes improperly 

in this Matter, and have applied ſome of the Profits 
ariſing from this Eſtate 70 Uſes which are thought, by 
fome, not to be charitable, Thus in 25. Eliz. [1582.] 
It was order'd, that the Fleſb-Stalls ſhall be new buzlded, 
end Timber ſhall be felled at Ulverſton-Hall, as well for 
that Work, as for the Old Kay, Now tho? the Repair- 
mg of the Common-Key, may poſlibly come under 
the Notion of a charitable Uſe, it may be much que- 
ftion*d-whether the Repair of the Fleſh-Stalls can be 
made todo ſo, The Shambles, and Butchery we grant 
to be a Thing of a publick Nature, in ſome reſpect 

but it is certainly as much a Part of the Corporation 
Eſtate, as Handferd-Hall is; and theſe Fleſh-Stalls are 
as regularly let as any private Houſe is, and the Rent 
of them is applied to the private Ulſe of the Corpora- 
tion. So that by this, the Corporation ſeems to have 


converted that Timber to their own Uſe, which ſhould 


not have been done. For, tho* Mr, Tooley might de- 


fign to give his Eſtate to the Poor, and the Publick,

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Theſe poor People have, beſides their Pay, Coats 
and Linnen, Stockings and Shoes, ſometimes more, 
ſometimes leſs; but generally the Coals amount in the 
Year to the Value of about 507. the Cloathing to 
about 201. And in caſe of Sickneſs ſome further 
Proviſion is made for them at the Warden's Diſcretion. 
This is the regular Allowance which is profeſs'd and 
intended to be given them; that is, when the Income 
will admit of it ; But this it will not always do.

And in this Account there is no Allowance for 
Repairs, which the Fines will not anſwer ;z nor any 
Reſerve for the ſick Poor, nor the Highways, both of 
which by the Indenture are entitled to a further Share, 
And from hence it ſometimes happens that a cautious 


Renter-Warden, perceiving the Money will not hold 


out, refuſes to allow them, ſometimes the Coals, ſome- 
times the Cloathing, to the great Diſappointment and 
Hardſhip of the Poor. Ir is a real Hardſhip, becauſe 
when a Perſon is in the Foundation, their Friends are 


apt to think them provided for, and they find more 


Difficulty in getting Relief elſewhere, than thoſe who 
are left at large to ſubſiſt by the mere Generoſity of 


their Friends. 
It is certain then, that under the preſent Manage- 


ment, the annual Income of this Charity will not ſup- 
Port 
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port the annual Expence of it. And yet the Poor 
have not ſo much Relief from it, as by the Indenture 
they have a Right to. For tho' the Will provides 
only for Ten to be lodg'd in Houſes, yet the Inden- 
ture directs expreſsly (Clauſe 9, ) that if the Profits 
ſhould be ſufficient to maintain more than the firſt Ten 
in manner and form there mention'd, then ſuch a fur- 
ther Number as the Bailiffs and Wardens ſhall think 
good, ſhall be yearly maintained <v:7h the like Allow- 
ance, and in ſuch manner as the other Ten. Therefore 
no more ſhould be ſqueezed into this Charity than 
can be provided with Loagings. But the preſent 
Houſes will receive no more than 38, exactly half ihe 
Number of thoſe upon the Liſt ; the reſt are a Sort of 
 Out-Penſioners. 5 

The Indenture requires (Clauſe 2) that every ſe- 
cond Year, each poor Perſon ſhould have a Livery and 
Badge, price 135 4d. which to the maimed Sailor or 
Soldier, worn out in the Service of his Country, would 
be a Badge of Honour, not a Mark of Infamy. And 
the Cuſtom was, the next Year, when they have nor 
this Livery, to give them Linnen, &c. above-men- 
tioned ; But now they have theſe only, which are not 
above gs. value; and very often they have not theſe. 
We think there is not now ene ſingle Perſon who 

wears the Livery z and we are credibly informed, that 
ſeveral of the People upon the preſent Liſt have re- 
tuied to go into the Houſes, when they have been 
offered them, But there ought to be 10 Out-Pen- 
feoners ;,, and they are unwerthy of, and ought to be 
expelled from the Charity, who are ſo proud as not 
to ſubmit to the Conditions of it. 5 
After all this, we may venture to aſſert, that this 
Charity is at preſent over-burthened with too great a 
Number of relievable Objects. And this Inconvenience 
has ariſen partly from the uſual Method of putting in 
theſe poor People, and partly from the uſual Method of 
relieving them. For the general Cuſtom is, for the 
Wardens to crowd in as _ as they can, __— 
8 eaſt 
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leaſt Pretence, when their Office is within a Day er 
two, or ſometimes within à few Hours of being de- 
termin'd. Which, by the Way, may create ſome 
Doubt, whether the ſucceeding Renter-Warden can 
be juſtified by the Indenture for paying them; for 
He pays them by Virtue of an Order ſigned by the 
preceeding Wardens, whereas he 1s not to make any 
extraordinary Payment—exceeding Twenty Shillings, 


without the Conſent of his Brother Wardens, i. e. the 


Wardens for the preſent Year, And ſurely the weekly 
Payment to ſo many new People, muſt be conſider'd 
as an ex/raordinary Payment. | 

Bur further, the general Cuſtom has been to allow 
the Poor in this Charity, Six-Pence a Week the firſt 
Year; 4 Shilling the next; Eighteen- Pence the third; 
two Shillings the fourth; and half a Crown every Year 
afterward. The original Allowance, you fee, was no 


more than Six-Pence; but conſidering the different 


Value of Money at this Time, and the different Prices 


of Proviſions and all other Neceſſaries, we are not 


going to cenſure the Wardens for enlarging the Sti- 


: pore even to half a Crown; We do not mean to 
] 


ame every Variation from the Original Plan, but 
ſuch only as are contrary to, or deſtructive of the 
Donor's Intention. But it is chiefly owing to this 
Method of annual Augmentation, that the Number 
of theſe People has ſwell'd ſo extravagantly, viz. from 
ten to ſeventy- ſix. For the Wardens who are going 
off, and poſſibly may never be concern'd with the 
Charity again, have been very little ſollicitous about 
the Inconveniencies which they leave their Succeſſors 
to ſtruggle with; and upon the Death of a Perſon who 


has half a Crown, thoſe fue Six- pences have been fre- 


quently diſpoſed of 1 five new different People, who 

are added to the Liſt, and clog and load the Charit 
as long as they live. But if the Gentlemen eee 
would conſider the Inconvenience which muſt needs 
ariſe, from the annual Augmentation of each of thoſe 
tive Perions Pay, they would be more cautious, and 
ot 
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not ſo fond of crowding their own Friends into the 
Foundation, except they were firſt ſatisfied that the 
Income of the Charity would admit of it. That this 
has really been the Caſe, is further evident from this, 
that tho“ Mr. Smert's Charity is manag'd by the very 
ſame Perſons, yet that is not overloaded with Ob- 
jects as this is; ſo far from it, the Overplus of that 
Charity has oftentimes ſerved to pay the Debts of 
this. 

But this was a noble Donation; and why cannot it 
be ſo managed, as to ſubſiſt itſelf without any ſuch 
Aſſiſtance? And as the Income of it is pretty nearly 
certain, Would it not be more proper that the Ex- 
pences of it ſhould be certain likewiſe? This would 
_ remedy ſeveral of the Inconveniencies beforemention'd. 
To which end it is propoſed, 

1. That there be no more Perſons admitted upon 
this Charity, until the Number be reduced to leſs than 
Fifty. 
42 That the Wardens be not ſuffer'd to put in 
more than the Number of Fifty. 

3. That Rooms be provided for all the poor People 
upon this Foundation, This it ſeems might eaſily be 
done in a Part of the Hoſpital adjoining to that which 
the Poor now have; and which is not wanted for 
any other Purpoſe : And if the Hoſpital wants any 
further Addition to what that Charity already has, or 
Inſtead of what they ought in Juſtice to reſtore; there 
would be no Hurt done, if Mr. 7. voley's Wardens were 
to pay an annual Rent for it. 5 

4. That a Room be provided in the fame Building, 
( which may eaſily be) a r the Commiſſioners to meet 
in, when a Commiſſion is ſued out of the Court of 
Chancery, and alſo for the Uſe of theWardens, agrees 
able to the Indenture, Clauſe 10, 
8. That the ſaid Fifty poor People ſhould have the

And this would 3 
leave a ſufficient Surplus for Repairs, Highways, and 3 
other occaſional Expences, as a further Relief for the 2 
ſick Foor, 9c. - _ 


As to the Government of the Poor, it is directed 
by the Will, Clauſe C, That if any of them ſhall keep 
Miſorder or Miſrule, they are to be admoniſh*d, and 
after this Admonition if they offend again, they are to 
be put out, and others are to be admitted in their 
Places. And the Indenture, Clauſe 3, ſays, That if 
any of the Poor ſhould be found guilty of any notable 
Vice, as Felony, Whoredom, Bawdry, or ſuch like 
Vice or Crime, they are to be remov'd and diſcharg'd 
the ſaid Relief, i. e. without the Ceremony of a pre- 
vious Admonition; and Clauſe 4, If any be able to 
work and refuſe to do ſo, or ſhall waſte their Time in 
Diceing, Tabling, or Drinking, or any other unlaw- 
ful Game, they are to be admoniſh'd, and for the firſt 
J ke Offence after that, they are to be mulcted a Fort 

night's Pay; for the ſecond, a Month's Pay; for the 

third to be expelled. And by Clauſe g. the Wardens 
are directed to inquire, whether they do keep the 
: nn HOP above · 
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above given Statutes and Rules, and behave agreeably 
to them. And therefore by their Oath they are bound 
to make this Enquiry : And if they know that any of 
the Poor are guilty of Whoredom, Bawdry, exceſlive 
Drinking, Smugling, Swearing, Profanation of the 
Sabbath, or any other ſcandalous and open Vice or 
Immorality, they are bound by their Oaths to execute 


the Orders given by the Indenture. 


The Wardens ought alſo to ſec that the Poor regu- 


| larly attend the Church of St. Mary Key, whenever 
Divine Service is perform'd there; and if theſe Fifty 


Poor People were to go together, they would make a 
comely and decent Proceſſion ; whereas it is no unuſual 
Sight 4% ſee the Staff-Bearer proceed by himſelf alone, 
without one ſingle Attendant in his Train; and it is 
very rare to ſee above four or five out of the whole 
Seventy-ſix; nay, we have been credibly inform'd, 
that ſome of the Poor are ſo very indifferent about this 


comfortable Bequeſt, that they ſcarce think it worth 
their While to come to Church once a Week for it, 
even on a Friday when they receive their Pay. 


As to the conſtant and daily Uſe of the Prayer 
recited in the Indenture, it might fitly enough be 


uſed, mutatis mutandis, by the Poor in their Alms- 


houſe; but it ſeems as if it was intended for their Uſe 
at Church. This we the rather admire at, becauſe m 

Lord-Keeper has own'd, that he made it; and the 
Church of England admits of the Uſe of no publick 


Prayers in the Church, but ſuch as are directed by her 


Liturgy. In our Opinion therefore, this Clauſe, ſo 
far as it relates to the publick Uſe of this Prayer in the 
Church, was always void in itſelf : For, it was originally 
inconſiſtent with the Act of Unifefmity 1. Elix. 
And certainly is at this Day contrary to the Act of 
Uniformity 13 Car. II. %;; òũ¹tiu. 

Here follows the Epitaph upon Mr. Tooley's Tomb 
in the Church of St. Mary Key, in which Pariſh he 
lived and died, viz. in the Houſe now the Ram Inn.

We muſt not leave this Charity without adding 


one uſeful Memorandum more, viz. that in or about 


the Year 1657, a Field was bought at Claydon and 
added to Rudland's Farm, with Money ariſing from 
the Sale of one of Mr. Toolcy's Houſes : but the Pur- 


chaſe Deed does not expreſs this Fact; and from hence 
ſome Members of the Corporation have pretended 


that it was bought with the Money of the Corporation, 
and therefore have been for taking it from the Poor, 


and ſeizing it to the Uſe of the Corporation. That 


this Attempt may not ſucceed, whenever the Project 
ſhall be offered to the Court, we beg leave to refer 
them to the Great Court Book, Nev. 23. 1657, where 
it will appear, that the Court “ Agreed that the 
« Houſe belonging to the Foundation, late in Mr.

An Account o Mr SM ART 


CHARITY. 


R. William Smart, Portman, was another 
conſiderable Benefactor to the Poor of this 
Town. In the Preacher's Roll, which is pub- 
lickly read over every Year immediately after Mr. 
Caſtor s Commemorarion-Sermon on the Ninth of 
March, He 1s faid to have given his Eſtate to be 
managed by the Wardens of Mr. Tooley's Gift, toge- 
ther, Ander the Title of Smart's and the Foundation. If 
this Account of it was intended to make the Publick 
believe that his Gift is diſpoſed of as He directed, it 
was fallaciouſly given. This Roll is ſaid to have been 
made about the Year 1725; but we know not b 
whom. Mr. Smart's Will was dated Fan. 8, 1598, 
and proved in Doctors Commons, from whence we 
had a Copy, and we ſhall give it at large as we re- 


ceived it, becauſe all the Copies that the Corporation. 


now have, are groſly defective, and in one Place

3. That the Four Governors have all of them an 
equal Authority, and they are a ſort of Deputies, or 
Subſtitutes, appointed by the Great Court to ſee to 
the Execution of their Orders. But they have no 
Power to delegate their Authority to any other Per- 
von ; They cannot appoint the meaneſt Servant in the 
Hoſpital. OY 
4. That Four other NEW Governors ſhould be 
choſen every Year, for they are, by Clauſe D. in the 
following Year, (viz. after they are choſen) to paſs 
their Accounts before the Bailiffs, and the four o/her 
Governors who are to ſucceed them. The late Prae- 
tice therefore of chooſing the ſame Perſons for ten or 
twenty Years together, is not agreeable to the Charter.

the Time of the Enquiry, one Gentleman who had 
been Ten, and another who had been Twenty Tears a 
Governor, very frankly confeſs'd that they knew nothing 
of the Management of this Charity. And indeed, if 
the preſent Management be not altered, the Corpora- 


tion may very well be excuſed from performing the 


Ceremony of chooſing Governors; for the Committee 
reported, that from the Year 1718, to the Time of 
their making their Report, all Payments had been 
made by. the Treaſurer for the Time being, without 


be Conſent or Knowleaze of the other Governors. How | 


the Hoſpital was governed before that Time does not 
appear, for they could find no Accounts. 
Little or no Regard is had to the following Rules 
at preſent, For the preſent Guide knows of none ; But 
in 36 Eliz. the Corporation Ordered 5 
That Maſterleſs Idle Perſons, Hedge-breakers, Harlots, 


 Drunkards, &c. ſhall be ſent to the Hoſpital, and 


whipp'd, and forced to Work; At their Entrance, 
the Guide ſhall have twelve Pence for every ſuch Per- 
ſon; and ſhall take the Benefit of their Work for 
their Maintenance. For Perſons not able to Work 
the Guide ſhall have eight Pence a Week, and for

I any Boy ſhould be admitted before he could ſpin,

By an Order made in 1689, the Number of. Boys 
was not to exceed Twelve for the preſent. Every 
Pariſh that ſent any Boy was to ſend with him a Suit 
of Cloaths, two Pair of Stockings, a Pair of Shoes,

Alfter the Expiration of the firſt Year, the Town was 
to allow with every Boy Eight-pence a Week, and 
every Holiday or Faſting-day Two-pence a Day, and 
in caſe of Sickneſs, ſo that they cannot work, Three- 
pence a Day : And the Guide was to have four Pounds

Theſe were ſome of the Rules which were formerly 
obſerved in the Government of the Hoſpital : But how 
far they are regarded now it is not in our Power to fay;

6. Part of Kerſey*s Farm at Oliley, 18 I. This ought 
to be no more than Six, For the Farm was purchas'd 
in 1694 of William Drane, and paid for with one hun- 
dred Pounds that was given to the Hoſpital by Mr. 
Hawes, and the reſt from the Overplus of the Renter 
Wardens Accounts of Tooley's and Smart*s Charities, as 
appears by the Accounts themſelves, where the re- 
ſpeCtive Balances are ſaid to be paid towards the pur- 
chaſe of Drane's Land; and an Order was made in 
1678, that Six Pounds a Year of the Lands lately 
purchaſed of William Drane, ſhall be accounted as 
Mr. Hawes*s Land, and purchaſed with the 100 7. 
ziven by Him, and be employed according to his 
Will, And the Committee were of Opinion that the 


other two Thirds, or twelve Pounds a Year, ſhould be

This Farm is charged with the annual Payment of 


Twenty Shillings to the Poor of Oz7ley, and the Friends 
of the Hoſpital have ſo contrived it, that this Rent- 
Charge is conſtantly paid by Tooley's Renter-Warden, 
tho? the Hoſpital has for many Years received every 
Shilling of the Rent. From hence we conclude, that 
the Rents of this Farm were not always miſapplied, 
but two Thirds of them being received by the Renter- 
Warden, He paid the Rent-Charge z in Time, we 
ſuppoſe, this came to be conſidered as a cuſtomary 


Payment; and that Cuſtom continued, even after the 


Hoſpital had engroſſed the whole Rent.

Not a 
Shilling of this belongs to the Hoſpital, for it is a 
Part of Mr. Felaw's Gift, and this was given long 
before the Hoſpital was in being. For Queen Eliza- 
beth's Charter was granted in 1372: And Mr. Fe- 
lau's Will is dated in 1482. 

8. Part of Gardiner's Farm at Creeting, 200. This 


was purchaſed of Foſeph Crane with the Money that 


was received for Mr. S$now's Houſe, being 2807. 
And the Money that a Houſe of Mr. Felate's told for, 
being 1301. So that almoſt one third of this ſhould 
be el as Mr. Felaw gave it; the reſt as Mr. 
Szow directed. But none of it ſhould be applied to 
the Hoſpital.

9, 10, 11, 12. The Committee could not find that 
Chriſt*s Hoſpital had any Right to Lamber!'s Houle in 
St. Peter's; nor to Mr. Hodges's in St. Matthew's ; 

Part of Blomfield*s Farm at Whit- 
ton. But in their Opinion, they did more probably 


| belong to Mr, Felaw's Gift; as it is certain, the half 


Crown paid by Mrs. Groom does. See the Account of 
the School. 


As to the preſent Expences of this Charity i it is im- 


poſſible to give any certain Account, there being ſo 


much Variety in the yearly Expences under the Deno- 
mination of the ſame Article; For in the ſeveral Ac- 
counts from the Year 1719 to 1942 incluſive, the 


Article of Schoolmaſter varies from 25/7. 185. to 


107. 5s. In ſeveral Years the Guide has had above 


80 J. in others leſs than 501. And the ſeveral Articles 
under-mention'd have varicd as follows :

Accounts of this Charity had not always been regu- 
larly paſſed; for ſometimes Accounts had been paſſed 
for four or five Vears together, whereas by the Char- 
ter they ſhould be paſſed every Year by the old Gover- 


nors before the new ones, in the Preſence of the Bai- 


liffs. So that, for this reaſon, the Bailiffs ſhould not 
be elected Governors of this Charity; nor ſhould any 


other Perſon be choſen Governor two Years together ; 


except it be right that a Man ſhould paſs his own 


Accounts. 


They obſerved that the Eſtates belonging to this 
Charity have generally been let upon Condition that 
the Tenants ſhould do alt Repairs, and leave the Pre- 
* miſes in good Repair at the End of their Leaſes. 


Yet it appears from the laſt Account that was paſſed 


of Rainbird's Farm, that more than one Year's Rent 


was laid out in Repairing the Hedges and Ditches, 
Therefore in order to remedy theſe Irregularities, 


they did recommend it to the Corporation to take 
Care for the future, that the Governors, and other 


Officers, be choſen according to Charter. That Books 
be kept wherein all Orders of the Governors be en- 


tered; and the Admiſſion and binding out of Chil- 
dren regiſter' d. And that no Treaſurer ſhould pay 
any Sum of Money above twenty Shillings (as in 
Toaley*s Charity) without a written Order under the 
Hands of tbe Governors, or the major Part of them, 


for the Time being. - 
We would perſwade ourſelves that theſe Hints and 

Cautions will all readily be complied with ; becauſe 

in Matters of Truſt, it is not ſufficient barely 10 a 


Right, but it is alſo neceſſary ts ſhew the Publick, and 
convince the World that we do ſo, And this cannot 
be done except a regular and particular Account be 
kept, and then ſubmitted to the Examination of the 
Publick, or of proper Perſons regularly deputed by 


the Publick. The People have a Right to expect this. 


and they will not eaſily be prevailed with to give it up. 
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It would very much tend towards the preventing of 
that Confuſion and Miſapplication which has of late 
been diſcovered, if the Great Court would oblige all 


the Officers of the Corporation to keep every Dona- 


tion ſeparate, and diſtinguiſh it by itſelf in their Ac- 


counts; for then every Perſon might know for what 


purpoſe it was received, and upon what Account it 


ſhould be paid. A Copy of the original Will, and of 


the Deeds which ſettle the Income of each Charity, 
ſhould always be enter'd at the Beginning of eve 


Book where the Accounts of that Charity are kept. 


This would ſerve for the conſtant Information of 
every Officer; and if a Miſtake ſhould happen, ir 


would help him ro ſet it right again. At preſent all 


theſe charitable Affairs are in ſuch Contuſion, ſo 
blended and mixed together, that if a Man be diſ- 
poſed to do right, the Term of an annual Office may 
expire, before He can learn what he ought to do. 

If theſe Cautions had been obſery*d, the Hoſpital 


might have enjoyed 191. 135. 4d. in Brooks Annuity, 
but never would have ſwallow'd Mr. Scrivener's Linnen 


with it. It might have the Intereſt of Mr. Hawes's 
Gift of 1007. in Rerſcy's Farm at Otley, but would 
not, under a Pretence of that, have ſunk the other 


two Thirds of that Farm upon the Charities of Tooley 
and Smart; Nor would it have devour'd Mr. Felaw's 
Eſtate under a Suppoſition that it was his Will. 


Since the Enquiry, Dame Amy Kemp of Keſprave, 
Relict of the late Sir Robert Kemp, Bart. and Daughter 
to Richard Phillips, E,; beforc-mention'd, p. 66. by 
her Will, dated October 11, 1745, gave to the H/ 


pal School in Ipſcwich, the Sum of Tu Hundred and 


Forty Pounds, which ſhe willed to be paid to the major 


Part of the Portmen of the ſaid Town, to be by them 
applied towards the Support of the ſaid School. And 

this Legacy was paid by order of Richard Phillips, Eq; 
Lady Kemp's Brother and Executor, Oflober 3, 1746, 


to Meſſ. John Sparowe, Nat. Cole, ohn Margerum, 
II. Rant, Henry Bond, Henry Skynner, and G. Clarke, 
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being feven of the Portmen aforeſaid. Sir Richard 


Lcd, of Weſtminſter, Kat. Samuel Kent, of Vaux-hall, 


Eſq; Mr. Henry Ilill, Fohn Cornelius, Eſq; and Oliver 
Newby, late of Woodbridge, Gent. being the other five. 
Upon the Report of the charitable Committee, after 


much Buſtle and Debate, at a Great Court, Sept. 27, 


1744, It was Agreed and Ordered, that all Renter- 
Wardens hereafter ſhall be obliged to account, at leaft, 
within fix Months after the Expiration of their Office. 
And that the Governors of Chriſt's Hoſpital do paſs their 
Accounts within three Months after they are off their 
Office: And that all the Accounts of Martin's Charity 


be forthwith paſſed. 


But notwithſtanding the Formality of this Order, 
It is well known, that three ſeveral Gentlemen, viz. 
two Portmen and one Twenty-four-Man, have ſerved 
the Office of Renter-Warden, who in this preſent 
Month of December 1746, have not yet paſſed their 
Accounts. It is the more extraordinary that this 
ſhould be the Caſe of the Renter- Wardens, becauſe 
you ſee by the Iridenture, p. 12, they ought to paſs 
their Accounts upon the Spot, before the new Wardens 
be choſen. The common Pretence for this, that they 
cannot get their Lac y-Rents, will never paſs upon rea- 
ſonable Men. We know many Farmers in the Neigh- 


| bourhood of Tpfwwich that conſtantly pay their Michael- | 


mas Rent in November, their Lady-Rent in May ; and 
therefore if theſe Farms be properly ler, a fair Penny- 
worth to the Farmers, as well as at a fair Price in 
regard to the Charity, it is ridiculous to pretend 
that the Tenants (knowing the Condition of their 
Obligation) cannot be made to pay their Lady-Day- 


Rent before Michaelmas, And indeed, the Fact hap- 


pens to be the other Way ; for moſt commonly, the

It appears from the firſt View of this Charity, that 
the Fund ariſing from theſe ſeveral Gifts and Legacies, 
muſt in its own Nature be periſhable; ſo that tho? 
this Money were to be lent out never ſo carefully, yet 
it would be very liable to decreaſe, and in a Length 
of Time to ſuffer conſiderable Loſs. But this Evil is 
pretty well provided for, ſince Sir Thomas White's Gift 
comes in to the Aid of the Fund with 100/. every 
twenty-fourth Year: And beſides this, the Overplus of 


Mr. Martin's Eſtate ought to add to it every Near; and 


then the Intereſt of the forfeited Bonds, if regularly 
called for, and paid, would be another conſiderable 
Addition; for the Rule is, if any Perſon keeps this 


Money longer than the Time at firſt limited, He is to 


pay at the Rate of 4 per Cent. from the Time of the

Several Obſervations may be made upon this Liſt ; 
ſome we ſhall mention. 1. It appears that in Fifty 
Years from the Pate of the firſt Bond, the whole Sum 
due upon the forfeited Bonds is no more than Twenty 
Pounds, whereas from 28 Sept, 1719, to the End of the 
Lift, which does not include more than Twenty Years, 
the Sum due upon them amounts to no leſs than Five 
Hundred and Twenty-five Pounds 
2. That neither the Sums, nor the Times for which 
they are lent, were proportioned according to the Di- 
rections of the ſeveral Donors : So far from this, there 
ſeems to have been no Regard paid them : For thoſe 
large Sums in No, 3. and 7, are not to be juſtified by 
any of the Gifts beforementioned; no more is the 
common Practice of lending this Money in Twenty 
Pounds for five Years. 1 e 
3. That ſome of this Money is ſuffer'd to be in the 
Hands of ſuch Perſons as ought not to have it; For 
it ſeems to have been the Intention of moſt, or All the 
Benefactors to this Charity, that the Money ſhould be 
tent to Perſons ia Trade and [nhabitants of the Town, 
towards the Advancement of their Stock in Trade; 
therefore, if any Borrower ceaſes to continue his Trade, 
or leaves the Town, as the Reaſon for having this

the Corporation ought to be very cautious not to let 


the Money be in /uch Hands beyond the limited Time; 
Yet See No. 4, 11, and 17, 

The other Obſervations upon the Liſt will come in 
more naturally under the following Articles of Enquiry, 
Therefore we ſhall proceed to account, as far as we 
can, for the above-mention*d Deficiency of almoſt 800. 

It appear'd to the Committee that 30 J. of this 
Money was loſt by lending it to one John Wade, for- 
merly a Guide of Chriſt's-Hoſpital ; and therefore the 
Committee ſubmitted it to the Conſideration of the 
Court, whether the Governors of that Hoſpital, or, 
at leaſt, that Charity, were not accountable for the ſame. 
But to ſpeak plainly, the Corporation, or elſe the Go- 
vernors of the Hoſpital, paid this John Wade with this 
Money. For the Truth is, it was lent to him, but 
when he reſigned his Place it appear'd that ſo much 
was due to Him from the Corporation, or the Gover- 
nors of the Hoſpital, ſo a Diſcharge was given on both 
Sides, and an Order was made that the Treaſurer of 
Chriſt's-Hoſpital ſhould pay Fifty Shillings a Quarter 
till the whole Sum ſhould be diſcharged. But it did 
not appear to the Committee that any Part of it ever 
was paid. 3 

The Committee further reported, that ſome Years 
ago (about the Year 1675) when Mr. Neave was Trea- 
ſurer of the Lending Caſh, an Order of Great Court 
was obtained, that the Corporation ſhould take as much of 
it as they ſhould want to pay off all their Debts, as wels 
what they had borrowed upon Intereſt, as what they were 
indebted to ſome of their Officers upon the Balance of their. 
Accounts, and for the Repair of their Mills, and what 
they owed to any other Perſons; and for the Re-payment 
of the ſame, Security ſhould be given under the Com- 
mon Seal of the Town, together with Interęſt at 4 per 
Cent, And that it did appear by Mr.Neave#s Accounts 
at that Time, that the Corporation took of this Lending 
Caſh to pay off all jheir Debis 5291. 9s, Hut it did 

nor 
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not appear to the Committee that any Principal, or any 
Intereſt, was ever paid for the ſaid Sum. 
This the Committee confirm'd by their Report;

As to the remaining Sum of 9 19 12 
it is ſcarce worth mentioning in ſuch an Account 
as this, and as we have reduced the Deficiency un- 
accounted for under the Sum of 101. we ſhall leave 
this part of our Enquiry with one Reflection, viz. 
That ſince the Corporation have loſt or embezzled fo 
large a Part of this Money by their Careleſſneſs, or 
ſomething worſe, the more careful and cautious ought 
the preſent Members of the Corporation to be in 
their Management of the Remainder. This leads us 
to : 

The laſt Part of our Enquiry, which is, What Care 
is or ſhould be taken, to prelerye the Remainder of 
this Lending Caſh ? GE 
And to the Credit of the Corporation it may be 
ſaid, that ſomething has been done towards it; For 
whereas formerly it uſed to be lodged th the Hands 
of a ſingle Treaſurer, and conſequently the Safety of 
1t depended upon the Integrity and Sufficiency of that 
one ſingle Perſon ; about fifty Years ago the Corpo- 
ration ordered the Cuſtody of this Caſh to the Clavi- 
gers, who are three Officers annually choſen, and 
they Keep it in a ſafe Place, under three Keys, ſo 
that there is no coming at it without the Concurrence 
of all theſe three Perſons ; By this Method the Dead 
Stock which is not in Uſe is effectually ſecured, it is 
ſubject to no Diminution or Fraud but by Order of 
Great Court, 3 2 
The Corporation have alſo made ſeveral prudent 
Orders concerning the Loan and Recovery of this 
5 Money 
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Money when lent, and if theſe Orders had been faith- 
fully and prudently executed, the Deficiency had been 
leſs. But the Miſchief is, they content themſelves 
with making good Rules at their Great Courts, and 


then commit the Execution of them to improper 


Perſons, who feem to pay little Regard to them. 

For Inſtance, there is an Order that all Bonds and 
their Sureties, and the Time they become due, ſhall 
be openly read over once eyery Year, at the firſt Great 
Court that is holden after Micbaelmas. And if that 
Order had been conſtantly obeyed, the Committee 
apprehended, that the Gentlemen on the Bench, 
would not have ſuffered their Names to be publickly 
read over, fo many Years together, upon Account of 
their being Sureties for forfeited Bonds undiſcharged. 

And in 1718, it was ordered, that no Perſon hav- 


ing Town-Money in their Hands, ſhall for the future 
be a Security to any others to have the ſame. This 


was certainly a prudent Caution, for without it Per- 
ſons might juggle together, and by being bound for 
one another, get this Money into their Hands, and 
avoid giving that Security which the Corporation in- 
_ tended to have when they required two Perſons to be 
bound for every Borrower. Yet compare Namber 13, 


19, 24: 


Again, when a Surety died before the Bond expired, 


the Perſon who borrowed the Money, was obliged for- 
merly to find another good Surety : But this Addi- 
tional Security is wanted to ſeveral of theſe Bonds.

Formerly all Orders of Great Court for lending 
any of this Money, mentioned whoſe Gift it was, and 
that the Perſon ſhoald have it according to the Gift, 


and ſhould put in ſuch Security as the Aſſembly, or 
Great Court ſhould approve of; But within the Space 


of the Enquiry little Regard had been paid to thcſe 
Cautions, though an Order was made in 1728, That 
all Money ſhould be lent out according to the exact

and upon ſuch Security as the Bailiffs approve of. 
They call it the Town's Money; as ſuch, the Free- 
men think they have a Right to ſcramble for it, and 
when they have finger'd it, it appears by the Liſt, 
that, to ſpeak moſt tenderly, they are very remiſs in 
Tepaying it. But if the Principals are negligent in 
this Point, Why are not the Sureties called upon, and 
the Bonds ſued? The Committee, in their Report, 
gave an Anſwer to this Queſtion, CE. 
They faid, there had been repeated Orders of Great 
Court, that all Perſons, and their Sureties, ſhould be 
ſued, whoſe Bonds were expired, if they ſhould not 
diſcharge the ſame by a certain Time limited. That 
within the Space of their Inquiry there had been no 
leſs than Sixteen Orders of Great Court for that Purpoſe ; 
and yet they could not find that any Writs were ever 
ſent for but once, and then the Town-Clerk was 
threatned to be turned out of his Place for ſo doing: 
That fome of the Portmen were Sureties in the pre- 
ſent forteited Bonds, for a hundred Pounds and 
upwards, Part of which had then been expired more 
than nine Years; and as they would not ſuffer them- 
ſelves to be called to account for this Money, every 
body elſe was ſcreened under their Wings, 
And therefore, conſidering the preſent State of 
Things, it is not at all probable that what is left of 
this Fund will be preſerved, unleſs an Order be made, 
and kept, that no Perſon ſnould be admitted to be a 
Surety for any Borrower of it, who is free of the Cor- 
poration. See Mr, He's Gift. This would diſengage 
the Gentlemen who undertake he Management of the 
Corporation, from many a diſagreeable Application 
and then, if the Bonds ſhould not ve diſcharged with- 
in three Months after the Expiration of them, they 
might be regularly ſued, and yet the Town-Clerk 
might keep his Place, HORS 2 
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But the Great Court ſhould alſo conſider, that it is 
to no purpoſe to make Orders, if they do not at the 
fame Time ſecure the Execution of them; and this 
they cannot do, unleſs they ſufficiently provide for the 
frequent aſſembling of Great-Courts. For now, if a 
diſagreeable Order is made, they deſiſt from calling 


Great Courts till it be forgotten, and ſo no more No- 


tice is taken of it, Hence it is, that ſome whole Bai- 


liwicks have elapſed without one Court, beſides thoſe 


required by Charter; and in others ſo few were called, 
ang thoſe held as it were by Stealth, that little Buſineſs 
could be done at them. Hence it was that the chari- 
table Committee could never deliver the whole of their 
Report: It was not a proper Time,—it was too late 
then, — the Court was called for another Purpoſe, — 
they had too much Buſineſs, —they ſhould ſhortly have 
another,—or the like Excuſes ſhuffled it off, until the 
Time was expired that the Committee was appointed 
for, and then They were told that they had no Power 
to finiſh their Report. And if in thirty Years SIXTEEN 


Orders have been made for the ſame Purpoſe, and not one 


of them has been executed, ſomething muſt be wrong in 
this Body Corporate, ſome of the Springs, or Wheels 
of this political Machine muſt be faulty, or to fay the 
leaft, they muſt want cleaning. Theſe Things con- 


fider'd, it is ſubmitted to the Conſideration of the Body 


at large, whether the moſt effectual, if not the only 
Way to prevent theſe Evils for the future, would not 
be to oblige the Bailiffs, upon the Day of their Election, 
and before they go off the Hall, to give Bond, under 
a large Penalty, that they will hold, at leaſt, ſo many 
Great Courts within the Year of their Bailiwick ; that 


is to ſay, at ſuch and ſuch Times, and there will abide, 
or continue the ſame by Adjournment, till all the Bu- 


ſineſs ſhall be done that ſhall be propoſed by the Aſem- 


bly, viz. the Bailiffs, Portmen, and twenty-faur-Men, or 


any Member of the ſame. 
Before 
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Before we leave this Charity, we muſt give the 
Reader one Caution, viz. That tho? we have, in the 
firſt State of it, conſider'd the forfeited Bonds amount- 
ing to 566 J. 145. as ſo much Money in hand; yet 
ſeveral of thoſe Bonds are known to be bad. The 
Corporation, for Inſtance, have received for John Ger- 
main's Bond of 401. by Compoſition, no more than 
18], 65. And an Order has been made to take a 
Compoſition for Edward Cos, tho? nothing has yet 
been received for it. And whenever theſe Bonds are 
proſecuted, there will be a conſiderable Addition to 
the Sum of 794. 8 5. 4d. i, which was what we ſtated 
the preſent Deficiency at. But if the Corporation will 
pay the Intereſt of the Money in their Hands, accord- 
ing to their Order in 1675, ſuppoſing it to be no 
more than what the Committee laid it at, 5297. the 
Intereſt of it at 4 per Cent. in 71 Years, is better than 
15001. which will much more than compenſate for 

the nn ĩͤ v FOOL 
Alter reading this Account of the Lending Caſh, 
one may well admire how the Corporation can publick- 

ly give out every Year, in the Preacher's Roll, that 
« Of all this Lending Caſh, a thoufand Pounds, or ſo 
„ much as is at this Time, or hath for above 40 
« Years been in hand, is conſtantly paſſing from Hand 
to Hand according to the Gifts.“ For notwiths 
ſtanding all the Art and Caution which is uſed in the 
wording of this, no Part of it is irue. 5 
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S Mr. Crane was a conſiderable Benefactor to 
the Lending Caſh, we here annex an Account 
of his Legacy.

ing in the ſeveral Bounders in Fleet and Holbitch in the 
Parts of Holland in Lincoinſhire, then let upon a Leaſe 
for 20 Years to John Atterton and William his Son, at 
the yearly Rent of 627. to the Uſe of them and their 
Heirs, but ſubject to the Truſts and Uſes in the ſaid 
Indenture expreſſed, Sc. And in regard to the

This Eſtate fo little anſwered Mr. Crane's Intention, 


that the 2001. given to be lent out freely, was not all 


received by this Corporation before the Year 1713. 
Or, if it was, it came into ſuch Hands as never ac- 
counted for it, as appears by the Accounts that are 
left in the Book, call'd Crane*s Book, whereas it ſhould 
have been compleated fo long ago as the Year 1677, 
But there is reaſon to ſuſpect there was a conſiderable 
Fraud in the Purchaſe, for in a Year or two after 
that, the 'Cenant of this Eſtate run away, and inſtead 


of 621. it was let for no more than 481. per Ayn. 


And from hence it is, that ſome Years the Rent has 
not brought in clear above 30 l. and in ſome Years no- 
thing has been received. It is not very probable that 
an Eſtate left in this Manner ſhould be made the moſt 


of ; 


ing 
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of; but the preſent Recorder of Jynn has exerted 
himſelf, and after much Trouble, (for which he de- 


ſerves the hearty Thanks of every Corporation con- 


cern'd) He has brought up the Rent beyond the Sum 
mention'd in the Will. For He has now let it to one 
Thomas Hather, tor twenty Years from Lady-Day next, 


1747, at 66 J. per Ann. the Tenant to bear all Charges 


whatſoever, except the Land-Tax ; but in Conſidera- 
tion of the very bad Condition of the Ditches and 
Fences (which by all accounts cannot be put in order 
under 501.) the Tenant is to have an Abatement of 
101. for the firſt five Years. And the Rent is made 
payable halt-yearly, to the reſpective Corporations or 
their Order. 

How far the 2001. is lent out according to the 
Will of the Donor, has already been ſhewn, And 


as to the other Uſes above-mention'd, the Committee 


reported, That within the laſt thirty Years, wherein 
the Town had received the Legaty fix times, they 
could find no Account how the Money had been diſ- 
oſed of, except for one Year, and then it was not diſ- 
poſed of according to the Will, and the Indenture now 
recited.

In 1718, It is ſaid to have been received by Mr. 


Henry Hill, and paid by Him to the late Mr. Grave- 


nor; The Sum was 311. 17s. 8d. But it does not 


appear what He did with it. The next Turn for 1723, 


tne Sum was 401. and received by Mr. Sparowe, and, 
as appears by his own Writing, divided by Him among 
tbe Portmen. 


In 1728, It was 4ol. and received by Mr. Naſb, 
and it is ſaid to have been diſtributed by the Bailiffs 


and four Portmen; But to whom, how, or in what 


manner, the Account doth not ſay, except for relier- 
Boyzard out of Priſon 41. It ſeems pretty 


odd, that they could think of no more Particulars 


to mention. In 1733, when Mr. Cornelius and Mr. 


N. Cole were Bailiffs, there is no Account at all; fo who 
received it, or what it was, or how it was diſpoſed 
af, we know not; they ſhould fay, In

A S the Overplus of Mr.-Martin's Gift is to be

« yearly and every Year for ever beſtow and pay out 
of the Iſſues and Profits of the Premiſes TwenTyY 
1 Pounds, unto /wo ſuch Scholars of the Univerſity of 
1 Cambridge, as formerly were Scholars in the Free. School 
18 © of Ipſwich, as the two Bailiffs, and the Majority of the 
HY < Portmen of the ſaid Town for the Time being, 
I * © ſhould nominate and appoint, viz. Unto one of them, 
i" being Batchelor of Arts, and Reſident in ſome one 
Hy © of the Halls or Colleges of the faid Univerſity, 
1 * fourteen Pounds yearly, ſo long and for ſuch Time

Perſons to whom He gave Annuities, He gave the 
« Overplus of the Profits of the ſaid Premiſes, to be 
from Time to Time lent out, upon good Security, 
« freely to ſuch poor Clothiers and Shearmen, or it 
£ ſuch be not to be found, then to other Inhabitants, 
being Freemen of the aid Town, as the Bailiffs, the 
© moſt "of the Portmen, and Common Council ſhall think 


fit, and for ſo long Time as they ſhall think meet, 
© not exceeding ſeven Years to one Man. Provided, 


that the Kinſmen and Alliance of the ſaid Richard 
Martin and Ann his Wife be firſt preferr'd, And 
+ alſo, that a Leaſe which he hath from the ſaid 
Town ſhall be likewiſe employed after the Deceaſe 
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© of Him and his Wife, as the Revenues aforeſaid 
And that within two Months next after the Deceaſe 
© of any Seven of the ſaid Bailiffs and Portmen, the 
* Premiſes ſhall be conveyed by the Survivors to the 
© Uſe of themſelves and ſuch other Perſons as ſhall 
© be then Bailiffs and Portmen of the ſaid Town, to 
the Uſes, Intents, and Purpoſes aforeſaid, and ſo 
© on for ever.” 5 

By this Deed it appears, that the Bailiffs and Port- 
men have the Management of this Charity, except the 
Overplus which is to go to the Lending-Caſh. And 
it did appear to the Committee that for the thir 
Years of their Enquiry, no more than 8 J. 85. 10d. 
had been paid to the Clavigers, as the Oyerplus of the 
ſaid Eſtate, | | | 

But this Eſtate lets for 30 J. a Year; it pays no 
Taxes; and the Tenant ſtands to the Repairs z ſo that 
beſides the 207. Scholarſhips, and the 101. for Cloath- 
ing, there ſeems to be no reaſon why the Lending- 
Caſh ſhould not have received in all that Time, almoſt, 
if not quite, 200. per Annum. Whereas it does not at 
all appear, what is become of this Overplus, or to what 
Pur poſes it has been applied; For during all that Time 
no Notice was taken of the next Legacy. 

And the Committee reported, that one of the Bailiffs, 
or 4 Portman, is always Receiver of this Charity; and 
of late Years they have not been diſpoſed to paſs any 
Accounts, but keep the Overplus in their own Hands: 
That out of Twenty Years Jak ſt, there are no leſs 


than Seventeen not accounted for. And the Committee 
were informed, that one of the Treaſurers whoſe Ac- 


counts were not then paſſed, had more than 501. in 
hand of the Money belonging to this Charity. 


That of all the Accounts that had been paſſed, 
there was not One to be found in the Treaſury, ſo that 
the Committee were not able to report how this Cha- 
rity had been applied. But they did apprehend, from 
the following Order, that it had ſometitnes been con- 
trary to the Donor's Intention, “ 12 Nev. 1722,

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« Whereas Mr. Martin's Charity has been miſapplied, 
& it is Ordered by the Bailiffs and the major-Part of 
e the Portmen and Four-and-twenty-Men here of- 
« /embled, that the Treaſurer of the ſaid Charity ſhall 
from henceforth apply the ſaid Revenues according 
e to the Intent of the ſaid Will. And that Ten 
Pounds only ſhall be yearly laid out for Cloathing ; 
« and the Surpluſage of the ſaid Charity ſhall remain 
for a Stock to be lent out to poor Freemen, accord- 
« ing to the Intent of the Donor, and for no other 
«© Uſe.” And accordingly the Overplus of the next 
Year was paid to the Clavigers : But the Receivers of 
this Charity have paid ſo little Regard to this Order 
ſince, that (except Mr. Colman for two Years and a 
Half,) they have not paſſed their Accounts at all, and keep 
the Overplus to this Day. They would not dare to do 
this, if there were frequent Great Courts to call them 
to Account for it, OC „„ 

The Committee found alſo, that in ſome Vears there 
have not been Scholars at Cambridge entitled to receive 
the 201. per Annum given as above. But they were 
not able to acquaint the Court what the Bailiffs and 
major Part of the Portmen had done with it; becauſe 
they had no Accounts to examine concerning it. 

It is true, the Bailiffs and Portmen have the ſole 
Diſpoſal of the 201. Scholarſhips, and the Ten Pounds 
worth of Cloathing. But the Common-Council have 
a Right to a Share of the Management as to the Diſ- 
poſition of the Overplus; and therefore the Accounts 
of this Charity ought not to be ſunk upon the Pub- 
lick, but fairly paſſed, and every Year examined by the 
Aſſembly at leaſt, the Bailiffs, Portmen and Common-Coun- 
eil: And then the poor Men whoſe Property the Over- 
plus is, might be ſatisfied that they are not defrauded 
of it; at preſent, it is certain, they are,

; HIS Legacy 1s here mention'd, becauſe My. 

Martin was concerned in the Settlement of it. 

Mr. John Burroughs of London, by Will dated 
22 March, 1613, gave to the Bailiffs, &c. of Ipſcwich, 
1007. to be paid at ſuch Time as they ſhall purchaſe 
Lands or Tenements of the clear and yearly Value of 
five Pounds, to them and their Succeſſors for ever, for 
the Good and Behoof of the Poor of the ſaid Town 
of Ipſwich for ever: The ſaid Sum of five Pounds a 
Year to be yearly beſtowed and diſtributed by the Bai- 
liffs, Burgeſſes and Commonalty for the Time being, or by 
the Church-WWardens of the 9 of St. Lawrence in 
Ipſwich, upon every Good-Friday Sg ever, in the Church. 
ef St. Lawrence, preſently after Morning-Prayer, to 
Forty. poer Men and Women of Ipfewich aforeſaid. 

And the faid Richard Martin, in Conſideration of the 
faid 100 J. to him paid by the Bailiffs, &c. by Inden- 
ture, 29 Nov. 19 James I. fold a Piece of Land or 
Paſture, called Mangers, and another called $wans-Neft, 


lying in Weſterſieid, to the ſaid Bailiffs, Sc. of Ipſwich, 


and their Succeſſors, for the Uſe before - mentioned in 
Mr. Burroughs's Will. Afterwards the faid Bailiffs, 
Sc. granted a Leaſe of the ſaid Land to Mr. Martin 

and Ann his Wife tor a hundred Years, if either of them 
ſhould ſo long live, they paying the clear yearly Rent 


of five Pounds, And it appears that the reſpective 


Treaſurers of this Corporation received the faid yearly 
Rent of 51. during the Life of the faid Mr. Martin 


and of Arn his Wife; and after their Deceaſe they 
receiv*d the Rent of ſeven Pounds a Year for the ſame ; 
and that they have conſtantly received the ſame to this 
Day. And it did further appear to the Committee, 
_ none of this Money had been employed accord- 

ing to the Will of the Donor, during the 30 Years 
of their Enquiry, but that it had conſtantly been . 
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by the 7. non-Treaſtrer, and applied to the Uſe of the 


Corporation, 


We may further add, that upon the beſt Enquiry 
we can make, from the oldeſt Perſons now living, it 


does not appear when this ever was applied to the 
Uſes for which it was given. But what the Committee 


reported appear'd fo clearly, that immediately upon 


the Report, the Great-Court made an Order for the 
future yearly Payment of the whole Sum of "ſever 


Pounds above-mentioned. And it was accordingly di- 
ſtributed for the firſt Time, upon Good Friday, in the 
Year 1744, in the Church of Si. Lawrence, by the 


 Church-Wardens of the ſame, immediately after Morn- 
ing Prayer, to 40 poor Men and Women 7hree Shillings 
and Sixpence each. | 5 
y this Order the Corporation did ſomething towards 
rectifying this Neglect, but we preſume not enough.” For 
tho' Mr. Martin fold this Land for 100 J. it is plain 
from the Account above given of it, it was worth much 
more even at that Time; and if the Land let for 7 J. 
immediately upon his Death, which happened in 1622, 
the Reader will eaſily believe it is worth a great deal 
more now, eſpecially conſidering that thoſe Fields con- 
tain no leſs than Twenty-ſix Acres of arable Land,

GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


T H E RE was a Grammar School in this Town, 


under the Direction of the Biſhop of Norwich, 


before Mr. Felaw's Gift. For it was ordered 


at a Great Court, held 17 Edw. IV. i. e. 1477, that 
the Maſter of the Grammar School! ſhall have the 


* Government of all the Scholars within the Liberties 
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| 
| 4 of this Town (excepting little Ones call'd Apes Eyes) 
| * taking ſuch Salary as by the Biſhop of Nonewich is 
| « appointed.” _ i | 
| What that Salary was, or by whom it was paid, 
does not appear; but it ſeems as if it was not thought 
ſufficient; for in 22 Edw. IV. (1482) It was order'd 
that © every Burgeſs Inhabitant ſhould pay to the 
« Maſter of the Can School for a Boy 8d. per 
| « Quarter, and no more.” However, for the further 
Encouragement of the ſaid Maſter, it was ordered at 
ö the ſame Time, that he ſhould celebrate the Guild of 
Corpus Chriſti during his Life. In this ſame Year 
| Richard Felaw, Portman, (eight Times Bailiff, and 
N twice Member of Parliament for this Town) gave his 
A Houſes and Lands, by Will dated 2 Far. 1482, as 
followeth.

The Grammar School has not for ſeveral Years re- 
ceived any Benefit from this Legacy, but the Profits 
of theſe Houſes and Lands have been applied 10 the 
School in Chriſt's Hoſpital, or to the Hoſpital itſelf, And 
as ſome well-meaning Perſons are inclined to think that 
the Corporation have a Right to diſpoſe of 1t to that 
purpoſe, in order to ſet this Diſpute in as clear a 
Light as we can, we will firſt ſet down what we have 
met with relating to it, and then beg Leave to make 
z few Qbſervations upon the Materials which we here 
produce, | 1 5

diveſt themſelves of the Fee of theſe Eſtates; but 
if it had been ſo, it had been ſufficient . for them 
to have done then, as they have done more than 
once*ſince, viz, to have made a ſhort Order that the 
Profits of the ſaid Eſtates ſhould be applied to ſuch 
a Purpoſe. But here we ſee it was jthe Cardinals 
. Pleaſure that theſe Lands ſhould be given to his new Col- 
lege: They promiſe to fulfil his Pleaſure, and 7o do 
and execute every thing that he ſhould require for the 
Corroboration of the ſame : And they actually gave 
to the Dean and Canons of the aforeſaid College all the 
Intereſt of the Town in the Lands aforeſaid. The 
Thing might be. illegal; but Volſey, who was Prime 
Miniſter, Lord-Chancellor, and Legate, at the ſame 
Time, was to take care of that; nor is there any room 
to doubt, but that the Corporation loſt no Time in 
making, as far as they could, the aforeſaid Convey- 
_ ance. Thus it ſtood till the Cardina?s Fall, which hap- 
ened about three Years afterwards ; and then all that 
long'd to his College was ſeiz'd by the King, and 
as we may very probably conclude, theſe Lands among 
the reſt, It is great Pity that the School-Charter of 
Henry VIII. cannot be found; if that were brought to 
Light, we make no Queſtion but theſe Lands would 
appear to have been regranted to the Town by that: 
But at preſent all we know with Certainty is this, that 
the Corporation has thought fit to miſapply the Profits 
of this Eſtate in whole, or in part, almoſt from that 
Time to this, notwithſtanding theſe Lands have all 
along been call'd the Grammar-School Lande.

In the Reign of James I. one James Leman was 
Maſter of the Grammar- School; He did not behave 
well, and the Corporation being diſſatisfied with him, 
and He refuſing to quit, they ſet up another Grammar- 
School at the Hoſpital, in Oppoſition to that appointed 
by Charter. This may be collected from the follow- 


ing Extracts taken from Bacon's Book.

ing another Grammar- School in Oppoſition to the Char- 
ter School, was a bad Precedent that ought never to be 
followed, but it did not laſt long; and the Attempt 
ſeems to ſhew, that in the Opinion of the Corporation 
at that Time, the proper Application of Mr. Felaw*s 
Gift is to a Grammar-Qchool-Maſter. 

The Corporation finding this would not do, deter- 
mined, theYear after, to turn Leman out: For 6 James, 
James Leman is diſcharged from being School - Maſter 
for his evil Behaviour, and unprofitable teaching, and 
an Ejectment ſhall be ſealed of the Houſe and Lands, 
in James Leman's Occupation, and of the School-Houſe. 
The fame Year they choſe Mr. Downing Maſter of the 
Grammar-School, This had the deſired Effect, for 
upon giving Leman a Quarter's Salary he quitted.

general, the Practice has been for the Corporation to 
receive the Rents and manage them as they pleaſe, 
paying to the Maſter of the Grammar-School a ſmall 
annual Sum: This for many Years was 117, (no more!) 
But not content with that, in 1705, the Aſſembly a- 
greed, that Mr. Felaw*s Houſe given to this Town, 
commonly call'd % Uſhers Houſe, oppoſite to the 
Hoſpital-Gate, ſhall be employed for a School and 
School-Houſe, according to the Donor's Directions: 
And that the Lands lying in Fhitton, or elſewhere, 
given to this Town by Him, ſhall for the future be 
employed for the Maintenance of the Maſter of the 
School. [viz. the Reading-School at the Hoſpital.] And 
this was afterwards confirm'd by Order of Great-Court. 
However the Maſter of the Grammar-School expected 
his uſual Stipend; and had it for ſeyeral Years ; but 
it was paid by the Renter Warden out of the Profits 
of Tooley's Foundation, or Smart's Gift, It went on 


thus to the Year 1718, when the Renter-Warden for 


that Year, Mr. Hubbard, thinking that he could not 
pe juſtified in making that Payment, refus d to pay it;

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ſo from that Time it was ſtopp'd. At laſt, in 1737. 
Mr. Leedes, grown old and infirm, refuſed to reſign the 
School unleſs he was paid the Arrears that were due to 
him from Mr. Felaw's Gift; and then the Corporation 


agreed to pay him all: So they gave him a Bond, 


which ſince that has been diſcharged, and the Sum 
amounted to about 200 J. Thus the Corporation, al- 
ready exhauſted by their Extravagance, ſubjected them - 


| felves to the Payment of this Debt, which ought to 


have been refunded from the inſatiable Gorge of the 
Hoſpital, for there it had been devoured. | 

Since Mr. Leedes's Reſignation the Corporation have 
been more cautious, but not more juſt ; for they have 
made the laſt, and the preſent Maſter, ſubmit to be 


choſen upon ſuch Terms, as will effectually prevent 


their claiming Mr. Felaw's Gift. 

This is all the Light we have been able to get about 
this Affair, and unleſs we had more, it is not eaſy to 
fay what Right the Corporation had to this Eſtate, or 
how they came to have the Piſpoſal of it: For in the 
Clauſe of Mr. Felaw*s Will above-recited, the Corpo- 
ration is not ſo much as mentioned. But ſurely, they 
can have no more than the Truſteeſhip and Receiver- 
ſhip of this Eſtate; and ſuppoſing them to have that, 
we preſume, the Reader will be fatisfied that they 
ought to apply it to the Grammar- School, and not to the 


- Reading-School at the Hoſpital, and much leſs to any 


other Purpoſe, as they have done, if he attends to the 


following Obſervations, which we here offer to the 


Peruſal of the Publick. _ 
We obſerve then, That the Deſcription in the Will, 
anſwered to no other School-maſter than the Maſter 


of the Grammar-School;z for there was not at that 


Time, nor is there at this Day, any Maſter ſo nominated, 
deputed, and ſet in This Town, byt the Maſter and 
Uſher of the Grammar- School. 
2. That no more than Thirty Tears after theſe Lands, 
Sc. were given, when this Fact was moſt likely to be 
known, it is expreſly ſaid in Bacon's Beok, that Mr.

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Felaw purchaſed them for the Uſe of the Grammar« 
School- Maſter. 

3. That in 1528, the Corporation acknowledge in 
their Letter to Cardinal Wolſey, that theſe Lands were 

of old Time limited and appointed to the Grammar Maſter, 
4᷑. That in 17 Elia. or about 1574, when this Gift 
appears firſt to have been miſapplied to the Hoſpital, 
there was no School at all there. See the Account of 
the Hoſpital, p. 62.

5. That it ſeems to have been the Opinion of the 
Corporation in 4 James I. or 1607, that the proper 
Application of this Gift was to the Maiter of a Gram- 
mar- School. f 

6. That tho? the Hoſpital might at that Time enjoy 
a Part of this Gift, yet, notwithſtanding Mr. Phillips's 
Donation, there was no School there before the Year 
1689. And then the Children were taught to read by 
the Guide of the Hoſpital, who had no more than 41, per 
Annum for his Trouble. See Chriſt's Hoſpital. 
F. That from the Account of the ſaid Hoſpital it 
appears, that the preſent Value of this Gift amounts to 
near gol. per Aunum, and ſometimes there are not 
above 12, or 14, or 16 Boys in the Hoſpital : At 
ſuch Times, if the Reading-Maſter there has the tohole 
Gift, as is pretended, He is far better paid than the 
Uſher of the Grammar-School, and better, we preſume, 
than the Maſter of any Charity-School in England : It 
He has not the Whole of it, All that He has not, muſt 
_ evidently be rank*d under the Head of Embezzlement. 
But the Maſter of that Reading-School has no more 
than 15 J. per Annum; Quære, therefore, what Anſwer 
the Corporation can give as to the groſs Miſapplication 
of the Remainder ; even upon their own Principles? 
8. That the preſent total Miſapplication of this Gift 
is of late Date, no older than the Year 1505. And 
there is a very good Reaſon for reſtoring it to the 
| Grammar-School, viz. Becauſe the moſt likely Way to 
have the School ſupplied by Men of Ability, is to en- 
creaſe the Revenues of it, fo as to make it more worth 


the 
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the Acceptance of ſuch Men. And if it be faid that 
the Terms of Mr. Felaw's Will are not now complied 
with by the Maſters of the Grammar School; They 
may be, in a great Meaſure, if the Corporation put 
in ſuch Children as are there deſcribed ; and theſe 
Terms are not now complied with by the Reading 
Maſter of Chriſt's Hoſpital, nor ever will be. 
Hoping therefore that this Afﬀair will be more 
properly adjuſted, we will proceed in our Account, by 
obſerving, that tho? Wolſey's School and College came 
to nothing, He may in Effect be conſider'd as the 
Founder of our Grammar School, for what He did 
was evidently the Occaſion of King Henry's Founda- 
tion. The Charter of Henry VIII. was renewed, con- 
firmed and enlarged by Queen Elizabeth, for the Rea- 
ſons given in her Charter, which runs to this Effect,

* Elizabeth D. G. &c. Whereas there hath for a 
long Time been, and ſtill continues to be, a cer- 
tain General and Free Grammar-School, founded by 
our moſt dear Father Henry VIII. late King of

much as in Us lieth, tor Us, our Heirs, and Suc- 
ceſſors, do ratify, approve and confirm the aforeſaid 
Foundation, and every Thing therein contained. 
And whereas we are given to underſtand that.the 
School aforeſaid hath often been vacant by the 
Death or Ceſſion of the Maſter of the ſaid School, 
for a long Time before it has been provided with 
another Maſter, from whence it has happened, that 
the Boys there at School, during all the Time of 
ſuch Vacancy, have not been inſtructed, and have 
ſpent the Time aforeſaid idly, without any Benefit, 
to their great Loſs and Detriment; And further, 
that the aforeſaid Sum of 38/7.

This Charter enlarged the former Grant to the Cor- 
poration in the following Particulars:

2. They might pay them out of the Fee Farm Rents 
due from the Corporation, and detain their Stipend every 
_ Year, whereas before the Maſter and Uſher were paid 

out of the Rents of the County at large, Clauſe DB. 

3. They had a Power to remove the Uſher. Clauſe B. 

4. They had a Power to make Rules for the Govern- 
ment and Preſervation of the School, &c, Clauſe C.

Committee, to diſtinguiſh it from the other Charitable 
Committee, which has been ſo often mentioned. This 
Order was founded upon what the Charitable Com- 
mittee: reported concerning the State of the School;

And theſe Gentlemen appointed Mr. Cornwallis, 
(the only Perſon among them that was free of the 
Corporation) to report at the next Great Court, among 
other Things, in Subſtance as follows; That the 


+ School 
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School was by the Charter a free School, not only 
© for the Children of Freemen, but any Engliſoman 
« whatſoever : And that the Stipend is the ſame now, 
© that it was when it was firſt founded. And they 
© were of Opinion, that if the Value of Money had 
© continued the fame now as it was then, the Maſter 
and Vſher might ſtill be obliged to teach all the 
© Boys freely : But if the Doors were opened for all 
* that will come in, this would not enlarge but deſtroy 
© the School. For what Perſon who had been at the 


© © Expence and Pains of a liberal Education, would 
* ſubmit to keep the School upon theſe Terms ? But 


© the Committee apprehended that the Corporation 
£ were under no Obligation to open the School Doors 


© ſo wide, becauſe Queen Elizabeth had given them a 


Power to make ſuch Rules as they ſhould think fir, 
for the Preſervation of the School. That by Vir- 
© tue of this Grant, the Corporation had by the old 
© Rules made in 13 Elix. reſtrained the Number to 


100, and being even at that Time ſenſible that 
© the Salaries of the Maſter and Uſher were too ſmall, 


* they ſuffered the Maſter to take Eight, and the 
* Uſher Four Boys out of the Country, for the better 
« Advancement and Encreaſe of ſome more Benefit of 


Living to the ſaid Maſter and Uſber. That if within 


five Years after Queen Elizabeth's Charter was 
* granted, and in leſs than fifty after the School was 


* firſt founded, it was judged neceſſary to make theſe 


* Alterations, the great Decreaſe of the Value of 


Money from the Time of the Erection of the 


* School to this Day, muſt juſtify the Corporation in 
proportioning the Number of the Free Boys to the 
* preſent Value of the Maſter's and Uſher's Salaries. 
$.. That the Difficulty is to fix that Proportion ; 
* which Difficulty would be in a great Meaſure re- 
* moved, if we could once know the Difference be- 
* tween the Prices of Things then and now; for that 
* would determine the Proportion of the preſent Value 
* of the Salary, to what it was when firſt granted. 


And 
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And this they found done to their Hands in Biſhop 
© Fleetwood®s Chroxicon Pretioſum.— This Book ſhews, 
from the growing Increaſe of the Value of all Com- 
* modities, the proportional Decreaſe of the Value of 
Money; inſomuch that five Pounds, 260 Years be- 
fore the Biſhop wrote, would have purchaſed as 
much then as 28 or 30 l. would in his Time; and 
* conſequently, that any Salary that had been granted 
* 260 Years, was not in his Time worth but a Trifle 
* more than the /b Part of what the Value of it 


was when firſt ſettled. From whence it follows, 


© that as this School has been founded about 220 


Fears, the Salary cannot be now worth above a 


* fifth Part of what it was worth when firſt granted. — 
* The Committee inſtanced in St. Thomas's Chauntry, 


founded by My, Daundy in the Church of &. Law- 


* rence, not many Years before the School was found- 
ed; a Copy of which original Deed is preſerved in 
* Domeſday-Book. By that Deed, Lands and Fene- 


ments to the yearly Value of g/. 65. 8 4. were 


granted 10 the Prieft, out of which he was to pay 
* 1/. 75s. 4d. So that he had ſcarce 8 J. per Ann. 


* which is but a ff: Part of what is now the uſual! 


* Salary of a Curate; and yet this was reckoned ſo 


* ample a Proviſion, that the Founder enjoined his 


* Prieſt not to take any other Benefice, Stipend, Trental, 
_ © or" yearly Service, or any Lands or Tenements, upon Pain 

* of Deprivation — This Deed contains a Terrier 
*- of the Lands and Tenements granted to the Prieft ; 
_ * by which it appears, he had a Dwelling-Houſe in 

* Ipfwich, and upwards of 102 Acres of Land in 
 * Sproughton, beſides two or three Cloſes, the Con- 


* tents of which are not ſpecified ; ſo that what was 
then valued at no more than 9 J. 6s. 8 d. is now 


* rented at above eight times as much, and brings in 
* clear at leaſt fix times the Money it did then 


If therefore Henry VIII. had endowed the School 


* with Land, the Value of that would have continued 
 * rifing in Proportion to the Value of other Things, 
+ and 
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and the School might have continued free for all for 


* ever, But as the Caſe now is, as the Endowmert 
* 18 in Money, and that Money not worth now above 
* a fifth Part of the Value it was of in the Founder's 
Days, it is evident, the preſent Maſter and Uſher 
will as well deſerve their Stipend for teaching freely 


* twenty Boys, as the firſt Maſter and Uſher did theirs 


by teaching an hundred. But in Conſideration of 
what is, or may be, paid out of Tyler's Gift, the 
* Committee ſet the Number of Free Boys at 25.— 
The Committee preſum'd, it could not be the In- 
* tention of King Henry VIII. and Queen Elizabeth, 


that a School of their Royal Foundation, ſet up in 


© one of the moſt ancient, and one of the largeſt Bo- 
* roughs in the Kingdom, ſhould ever be put upon a 
© worſe Footing, than every private Country School 


round about it: Yet this muſt inevitably be the 
_ © Cafe of both Maſter and Uſher, if a greater Num- 


© ber of free Boys were to be put upon them: And 
© the Committee were ſorry they had Occaſion to ob- 
« ferve, that at the Number they had then fixed, it 
vas already be Uſer's Caſe, For whilſt every pri- 


vate Schoolmaſter has 40s. a Year for teaching

« Latin, and ſome as much for teaching only Engliſb 
* the Uſer (conſidering that ſcarce two Boys in three 


© go through the School) will have ſeldom leſs than 15 
of the 25 free Boys under him, for whom he is paid 
* not above 197. per Ann. They obſerved that no- 


* thing could be more detrimental to a School than 
the Change of the Maſters ; for, as every Man has a 
different Method of teaching, Children are by theſe

ing, and ſometimes ſo perplexed and confounded, 
as to be entirely diſcouraged from making any fur- 
ther Progreſs ——They could not therefore but re- 


commend it to the Conſideration of the Corpora- 
tion, how to give ſuch Encouragement to a capable 
and induſtrious Uſher, as to make it worth his while 


to continue with them. And they begg'd Leave 
* to 


Changes, at leaſt, kept backwarder in their Learn- 


. 
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to ſuggeſt that this, as they apprehended, might be 
* done by enlarging his Pay for the Boys that are 
under Tyler's Gift, and more fully out of Felaw?s 
* Gift, for which a proportionable Number more 
might be taught.“ | 5 
To all Appearance, theſe Rules and this Report 


were well receiv'd by the Great Court, 4 Nov, 1746. 


and the Thanks of the Corporation were ordered to 
be given to the ſeveral Gentlemen concern'd in draw- 
ing them up: But they made ſome new Orders, as 
we are told, which we ſhall mention again preſently, 
there being ſomething very remarkable in them. 
Mr. William Smart, Portman, gave a ſixth Part of 
his Eſtate (except 205.) to the Maintenance of poor 
Scholars in the Free School: And out of one other 
ſixth part of his Eſtate he left four Pounds a Year to 
the Maſter ; and four Marks a Year to the Uſher of 


the Grammar School; (See his Will, Clauſe A.) and 


the Remainder of this ſixth Part to the Maſter or Go- 
vernor of the Houſe to be founded by himſelf. 

At the Time of M. Smar!*'s Death, a ſixth Part of 
his Eſtate amounted to no more than 101. per Arn. 
(out of which the Sum of 205. was paid to the Dra- 
pers Hall as long as that ſubſiſted; afterwards it was 


given to eight poorTaylors; and at laſt, in 1705, it was 
applied to Chriſt's Hoſpital.) And the Sum of Nine 


Pounds per Ann. was applied towards buying Books 
and Apparel for fx Boys in the Grammar School, that 


is, 305. each. Upon which footing, there might 


now be ſixteen Boys in the ſaid School. For a ſixth 


Part of the faid Eſtate at this Time amounts to about 
250. per Ann. But inſtead of the Number of Boys 


being increaſed, according to the Encreaſe of the Re- 


venues, as the Charitable Committee was inform'd, 
there were at that Time 0 more than Three Boys in the 


ſaid School, upon the ſaid Charity. 


As the Number of Boys might be encreaſed in 


Proportion, ſo it was apprehended by the Charitable 
Committee, that the Payments to the Maſter and 
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Uſher might be encreaſed likewiſe. For as no ſuch 
Houſe was founded by Mr. Smart, or his Feoffees, 
as is before mention'd, ſo no Part of the other /ixth 
Part can be applied to the Governor of ſuch Houſe. 
And therefore the Committee were of Opinion, that 
the Bazliffs, Burgeſſes and Commonallty of this Corpora- 
tion might apply the whole of his ſixth Part to the 
Maſter and Uſher of the School, upon Condition that 
they teach ſo many more Boys freely ; Or, that they 
might be paid out of it for every Boy more than is 
above-mention'd, ſo much. And this Regulation is 
very conſiſtent with the Deſign of the School-Committee, 
for the Number of 25 was fixed upon by them only 
in Regard to the Royal Stipend, and what is at preſent 
received from Smari's and Hler's Gifts. Therefore, 
if the Corporation ſhould ever be diſpos'd to apply 
this Charity properly, and faithfully, it would be very 
fit and reaſonable, that for an encreaſe of Pay, the 
Maſter and Uſher ſhould teach an additional Number 
of Free Boys. nn en 
But upon the Report of the School-Committee, 
Nov. 4, 1746, it was order'd by the Great Court as 
follows: 33 3 
_ « I/hereas the Monies given by Mr. Smart for buy- 
% ing Books, Pens, Ink and Paper, for poor Scholars be- 
« longing to the Free-School, being more than ſuffi- 
<« cient for that Purpoſe, therefore this Court doth 
« Order the Bailiſſs and Portmen to examine into the 
« ſaid Gift, and to apply ſuch Part thereof to the 
_«< Augmentation of the Maſter's and Uſher's Salary 
as they ſhall think fit, and the ſaid Charity will 
« admit.“ And after inſiſting on their Claim to the 
Houſe that the preſent Maſter lives in, as the ſole 
Property of the Corporation, They “ Agreed and 
«. Ordered, That the Maſter and Uſher teach only 
« Twenty Boys free: And that Snow and Tyler*s Cha- 
« rity be continued on the old Foundation: And that 
„ the Aſſembly referr'd to by the Committee conſiſt of the 
„ Bailiffs and Porimen only, or the major Part of . 
S 
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We will not remark upon the Form or falſe Eugliſb 
of theſe Orders ; but we think the Subſtance of them 
ſhews how difficult it is to leave old Cuſtoms ; for this 


is only jogging ſtill further on in the beaten Road of 


Miſapplication. And we are perſwaded, that after 
reading the Will and what we have here ſaid upon it, 
the Reader will be ready to aſk theſe Queſtions : 

1. How does it appear that what Mr. Smart left 10 
the poor Scholars is more than ſufficient for that Purpoſe ? 
They who drew up this Order, did very prudently leave 
out the Words, and convenient Apparel, with which the 
poor Scholars were to be found during their Conti- 
nuance at School; For if you allow the Children 
Books, Pens, Ink, Paper, and convenient Apparel, you 
will find My. Smart did not leave the Children more 
than is ſufficient. -- See ihe Will, p. 36. 

2. Since Mr. Smart appropriated that whole Sixth 
Part, (except the 205.) to the poor Children; How 
can the Corporation honeſtly take it from them, and 


give it /o the Maſter and Uſher? Inſtead therefore of 


taking any of this away from thoſe who have a Right 
to it by the Will; take fome of the other five Sixth 
Parts, for then you will take it from thoſe who certainly 
have no Right to it. 5 
3. What did the Court mean by conlinuing Snow and 
Tyler's Charity on the old Foundation ? If they meant 
the old Foundation mention'd 1a the following Order 
of 16 Dec. 1658, they did right; for this is the only 
juſt and proper Foundation; if they meant other- 
wiſe, as we ſuppoſe, they ſhould have explained their 
Meaning. „„ 


4. What did they mean by agreeing and ordering, 


that he Aſſembly referr'd to by the Committee conſiſt of 
the Bailiffs and Portmen only? 

If they meant to make us believe, that the Aſſem- 
bly referr'd to by the Committee did conſiſt of the Bai- 


 liffs and Portmen only; this is notoriouſly falſe, and

they know it to beſo, See Page 121. Rule I. 
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If they only meant to confine that Power which was 
before in the Aſſembly at large to the Bailiffs and Port- 
men only; this was ſetting a pretty long ſtride - For 
ſurely, with one ſingle Daſh of the Town-Clerk's Pen, 
to ſtrike off no leſs than 24 out of a Quorum of 36, 
oO”, at moſt, of 38, was going a great Way at once; 
and if they proceed with the tame Haſte in other Par- 
ticulars as they did in this, the Power of the Corpo- 
ration will ſhortly be reduced within a narrow Compaſs. 
The Ajjembly of the Town of Ipſwich is as well known 
to conſiſt of the Bailiffs, Portmen, and Common-Council, 
or Twenty-four Men, as the Court of Seſſions is known 
to conſiſt of the Beiliffs, Recorder and Fuſtices, You 
may perceive, that the Word 1s often uſed in this Ac- 


count, as a Term that is well known to have that 


Meaning; ard becauſe this was ſo well known, the 


Committee did not think proper to explain it. When 


Things were regularly done, the Power of putting in 
thoſe Boys was by Cuſtom exerciſed by the A emby, or 
Bailiffs, Perimen and Twenty-four Men; and upon a 
Debate as to this Particular, hey were unanimouſly ad- 
judged by the Schoo]-Committee, to be the propereſt 


Perſons to be entruſted with this Power. And truly, 


if the Corporation were to conſider in what Manner 
the Bailiffs and Porimen have managed thoſe Charities 
that ſeem to be more immediately under their Care, 
we imagine they would be cautious how they brought 
any others under the like blind Management, See 


Cranes, Martins, Burroughs's, &c, And therefore 


we hope theſe wiſe Orders will be review'd at another 
Court; eſpecially conſidering, that this laſt Order is di 
rectly contrary to Mr. Tyler*s Will, viz. 5

Not a Penny of Mr. Snow's 201, per Ain. has been 


2pplied to this purpoſe for theſe 40 Years and more 


for in 1705 it was applied to the Hoſpital, and that 
has enjoyed it ever ſince : For which Reaſon we ſhall 
fay ſomething as to the Propriety of that Application. 
It appears from the Date of this Order, that it was 
made in a Time of Confuſion, but we ſee no Reaſon 
to ſuſpect that the Perſons of whom that Court con- 


ſiſted were not in their Senſes ; and if they were, we 


have no Reaſon to doubt the Truth of the Facts 
therein mentioned: becauſe they muſt be ſuppoſed to 
know the Truth of the Facts; they had no Reaſon to 


falſify ; they had no Defire to wrong the Hoſpital ; on 


the contrary, the Corporation were diſpoſed to do the 

Hoſpital Juſtice in reſpect to Mr. Snow's Gift. For 
it appears from Bacon's Book, that in 16 Car, or 1640, 
an Order of Court was made to this Effect; Mr.Snow 
having by his laſt Will given to this Town 2001. for 


the poor Children in the Hoſpital, and he ſame being 


refuſed to be paid, it is order'd, that Complaint ſhall be 
made before the Commiſſioners for charitable Uſes at Bury 
St. Edmunds. And before this, 12 Charles, there was 
a conditional Order that if Mr. Snom would convey hi5 
Houſes in Sl. Clement*s to Feoffees, for the educating and 
apparelling poor Children in Chriſt's Hoſpital, then He 
ſhould be diſcharged from his Office of Portman. But 
it is plain Mr. Snow did not comply with this Propoſal, 


for you ſee he gave theſe very Houſes by Will for ano- 


ther Purpoſe ; And the Product of them, viz. 280!,' 


was laid out in Land at Creeting, and applied accord- 
ing to the true Intent and Meaning of Mr. Snow ; 

whereas the other Sum of 200 l. and no more, given 10 
the Hoſpital, was refuſed to be paid, and probably was 

never recover'd, but was, as the Tradition goes, em- 


beꝛzzled 
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bezzled by his Executors. It appears that the Cor- 
poration were diſpoſed to do right; they applied to 
the Commiſſioners for charitable Uſes, and ſeem to 


have waited a conſiderable Time to ſee if they could 


get that other Money, before they laid out the Money 
that his Houſes ſold fer; but finding at laſt that they 
could not recover the 2001. they joined the 2804. to 


ſome Money given by Mr. Tyler for the like Purpoſe, 


and applied that as Mr. Snow directed. 

But nevertheleſs in 1705, this 207. per Ann. of 
Mr. Snow's was applied to the Poor of Cbriſt's Hoſpital, 
as the Order falſely ſays, according to the Will of the 
Donor. There we ſhall reſt this Matter, and leave the 


Reader to judge according to the Evidence, The 


withdrawing this Money might occaſion ſome Altera» 
tion in the Execution of the above-recited Order, but 
that was eaſily managed ; it was only giving theſe 
8 Boys fifty Shillings each, inſtead of 5/. In every 
Thing elſe the Order is complied with z except it be 
that the Sums to the Maſter and Uſher, haye been 
advanced; for inſtead of 105. and 65. 8 d. the former 
has had zwenty Shillings with each Boy, the latter Tex. 

The Maſter of the Grammar School has always 


had a Houſe allowed him beſides his Salary, but

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However, none within theſe laſt forty Years ; and 
this Loſs ſeems to have been the Effect of Careleſſ- 
neſs, rather than Fraud; for as we remember, Calvin's 
Inſtitutions is almoſt the only Book of any Value 
among them. But tho? the Books that are loſt are 
net of great Value, the Loſs of them ſhould make the 
Corporation more careful about the reſt ; hereafter we 
hope they will be ſo; at preſent little is to be expected, 
as the Reader will judge from the following Inſtance. 
A Clergyman of this Town, who had taken the 
Trouble of examining every Book in the Library, ob- 
ſerved that tho? the Name of the Perſon who gave each 
Book, is written upon the Title-Page of more than 


| three-fourths of them, yet when the Books are out of 


the Library, and in the Poſſeſſion of a private Perſon, 
there is nothing to ſhew, to what Place they belong, 
nor to what Uſe they were given. For tho* a Book 
is ſaid to be the Gift of John a Nokes, it might as well 
be given by him to the Perſon in whoſe Poſſeſſion it 
is, as to the Ipfwich-Library, He perceived likewiſe, 
that the Books were very likely to come into the 
Hands of private Perſons; for tho' the Keys are com- 
monly lodg'd with the Maſter of the Free-School, 
they are often in the Poſſeſſion of tbe Guide of Chriſt's 
Hoſpital, who has twenty Shillings a Year for clean- 


ing the Room. Therefore as one probable Means of 


preventing any further Embezzlement of the 3ooks, 
this Clergyman, at his own Expence, provided a de- 
cent Copper-Plate, and cauſed a dul Copies to 
be taken off, one of which he intended to have 


cleav'd upon the Back of the Title-Page of each Book, 
that every one might know to what Place it belong'd, 


and to what Uſe it was given, Theſe Prints, and 
the Plate, were intended by him as a ſmall Gift to the 
Library, and an Earneſt of more; he not in the leaſt 
doubting, but every Member of the Corporation 


would readily permit any other Perſon to take Care 
of the Library, tho? he might take no Care of it 


himſelf, But ſome Men, as it ſeems, will neither do 
| good 
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ood themſelves, nor ſuffer it to be done by athers ; 
E or Intelligence being given of this miſchievou De- 
ſign, when the Perſon employ'd to paſte on the Prints 
came at the Time previouſly agreed upon with the 
Rev. Mr. Hingeſton the School-Maſter, The Senior 
Bailiff, who never had them before, had the Keys in 
his keeping; and the Anſwer was, That he would 
ç not part with them, ill he had conſulted with ſome 
t* of the Heads of the Corporation.” 
So the Library was inſpected, and a Conſultation 
held, and the iſe Reſult of this was, that the Print 
ſhould not be uſed; tor all the Members of this Inſpec- 
tion, either concurr'd in Opinion with the Leader of 
it, or elſe acquieſced with what they had not Power 
to prevent. If the Donor of this Plate had added 
another. Label to. it, and faid in Words at length,

As to theſe harmleſs Figures; upon the firſt Glance 
of the Print, you muſt perceive, that the Date is 
plainly, no Part of the Label; and therefore would 
hot be conſidered, by an ordinary Head, as having any 
Relation to the Book, or the Givef of it; Such 


they poſſibly may have ſome to the Plate itſelf, and 
might be thought to ſignify that it was given in the 


very Year repreſented by thoſe Figures. But a Mau 
who knows nothing of Figures, is very apt to be diſ- 


guſted at the Sight of them. 


As to the ſecond Reaſon : The Donor of the Plate 

begs Leave to obſerve, that the Arms of the late Earl 
Beam in the Church of &i. 

Tz Naur, 
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Lawrence, Ipſcwich, in Memory of his having given 
the Pariſhioners ſome Timber when they repair'd the 
Roof of it; but, he believes, that the moſt ſimple 
Fellow that has ſeen them there, did never conclude 
from thence that e late Lord Dyſart built the Church, 
tho? there is not a ſingle Word added, to prevent him 
from making that Concluſion. In like Manner it is 
apprehended by many Perſohs, leſs ſagacious than the 
Inſpectors, that this Print might ſafely have been 
truſted in the Books of the Library without any Dan- 
ger of its being thought that the Owner of theſe 
Arms, in 1746, gave all the Books, any more than it 
is thought that wy Lord Dyſart built St, Lawrence 


Church. 


But as it 1s difficult exactly to know what Conclu- 
ſions may be made by the Perverſeneſs of Man, if 
Care be not taken to prevent it; it happens luckily 
in the preſent Caſe, that all Poſſibility of any ſuch 


Danger as he Inſpectors would be thought to diſcover, 


is effectually prevented by the Label at the Bottom of 
the Print; the Blank Part of which was evidently in- 


tended to be filled up with the Name of the Perſon who 


gave each particular Book. 


As theſe Reaſons then are ſo childiſh and ridiculous, 
that they could not influence any ſenſible Man, no 
nor (to uſe the polite Language of the [p/wich-Levee) 


the greateſt Fool that ever lived; and as the conſulted 


Head that uttered them, is known not to want 


common Underſtanding ; the Reader is left to judge 
whether theſe were the real Reaſons, or whether they 


were only the weak and lame Pretence for inſulting this 


Clergyman, either becauſe he was ſuppos'd to have ſome 


| Concern in publiſhing this Account of theſe Charities, or 
for ſome other Reaſons of oo Perſonal a Nature to 


be here meritioned. © 


We aſk pardon of the Reader for detaining him ſo 


long about ſo trifling a Concern, and proceed in our 
Undertaking. We think we need ſay nothing to re- 
commend this particular Charity, for the ny os 


PD 
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Fulneſs of publick Libraries is ſeen at firſt ſight z as 


they do ſo evidently tend to the Advancement of 


uſetul Knowledge and Learning, by putting it into 
the Power of the ſtudious to peruſe many Books, 
which otherwiſe they might not have Ability, or Op- 
portunity of purchaſing. And that they may the 
longer continue to anſwer this good End, in regulat- 


ing them, two Things ought principally to be con- 
ſidered. 1. That ail proper Perſons may have an eaſy 


Acceſs to the Books. 2. That this be permitted in 
ſuch a Manner, that the Publick may not thereby be 


made liable to ſuffer by the Embezzlement of them. 


With a View to both theſe, the following Propoſals 


are offered to the Conſideration of thoſe whom it may 
concern. : 


1, That a Lock be provided for every Preſs, fo 
that the Room may be clean'd by the Servants of the 


Hoſpital, without their being allow'd to come at the 


Books. | 


2. That an exact Catalogue be taken of all the 
Books, and a Duplicate taken of it, one to be kept in 
the Treaſury, the other in the Library, 1 


3. That a proper Perſon be appointed by the Cor- 
poration to be Library-Keeper, who ſhould give Se- 
curity for the Books entruſted with him, and be an- 
ſwerable for any Deficiency. And it is preſum'd, 
that any Perſon who ſhall be thought a proper Maſter 


of the Grammar School, will always be a proper Per- 


ſon to be entruſted with the Care of the Library. 


4. That the Library-Keeper be empower'd to lend 


any of the Books to any Perſon that he ſhall think 
proper, at his Diſcretion ; but that he ſhould be an- 
ſwerable for all the Books fo lent by him. 

5. That either of the Bailiffs, any Portman, or 
Common-Council-Man, be authoriſed to take any 
Book for his own Uſe ; and to order the Delivery of 


any Book or Books, to ſuch Perſon or Perſons as he 


ſhall think proper, by Warrant under his Hand to 


the Library-Keeper, which Warrant ſhould be a Diſ- 


charge 
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charge for thoſe Books, and the Perſon by whom the 
Warrant is drawn ſhould be anſwerable for the Books 
delivered by Virtue of the ſaid Warrant, until they be 
returned, 5 
6. That every Perſon taking, or borrowing any 
Book, ſhould give the Library-Keeper a Receipt for 
it, which Receipt ſhould be re-deliver'd upon the Re- 
turn of the mg 1 3 1 
. That the Library-Keeper ſhould keep a Book, 
in hich he 8 6 Account of al Books, 


lent by him, taken by any of the Bailiffs, Portmen, 


or Common- Council-Men, or delivered by their War- 
rants, ſpecifying the Time when, and the Perſon to 
whom each Book is delivered, and the Time when it 


is returned. 


8. That a ſmall annual Salary be appointed to the 
Library-Keeper, for his Trouble, (five or ſix Pounds 
might be ſufficient) which Salary might be paid out 
of the Profits of My. Smart's Eſtate, or Tooley's. 

We apprehend that ſame ſuch Regulations as theſe, 


would effectually prevent any further Loſs : And we 
doubt not but the Library would flouriſh, and ſoon 


receive ſufficient Encouragement from the Publick, if 
Gentlemen were to ſee their Gifts were properly diſ- 
poſed of, and a proper Care were taken of them. But 


theſe are ſubmitted to the Publick as ſhort Hints, and 


as a rough Sketch of what might be improved and

Churchwardens and Overſeers ſhall ſeem meet. And 
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the Viſitation of this Gift to the Perſons therein cons 


cerned, and to correct and reform, according to their 
Judgments, Abules therein, 


This Bread is provided by the Corporation; but 
they ſhould pay the Money and the Churchwardens ſhould 
buy the Bread. It is true, if proper Care be taken 
that the Bakers do not deiraud the Poor, it is of little 
Conſequence who buys 1t. But the Churchwardens are 
more likely to take Care of ſo minute a Concern as this 
is, than the Bailiſts of the Town are. The Poor do 
often complain of the Bread provided by the Corpora- 
tion, and ſomelimes not without Reaſon. 


Mr. William Sayer, Portman, about the Year 1680, 
gave one hundred Pounds by Will to the Bailiffs, and five 
eldeſt Portmen of the Town of Tpfwich, to the Intent 
that out of the Intereſt thereof, Bread ſhould be weekly 
provided for the Poor, and diſtributed at St. Lawrence 
Pariſb in Ipſwich, by the Officers, in the Forenoon of every 

Sabvath, if there be a Sermon, and if no Sermon there, 
then to be diſtributed at the Pariſh Church of St. Mary 

Tower, by the Officers of that Pariſh, And 16 Fuly, 
1683, it was ordered by a Great-Court, that this 100]. 
ſhould be received by the Town-Treafurer, and a 
Settlement made tor the Payment of the Intereſt, and 
an Acquittance for the ſame ſhould be given to his Ex- 
ecutors under the Common-Seal of the Town. 
This Bread is conſtantly given away as is above- 


directed; but what Settlement was made, we have not 
been able to learn. DS 


Concerning all theſe Gifts, which are to be laid out 
in Cloaths or Bread, we muſt obſerve in General, that 
it is incumbent upon the Corporation to ſee that the 
Perſons who are employed to furniſh the Cleaths or 
Bread, be regularly paid, within a reaſonable Time after 
the Delivery of the Goods, For ſometimes this has been 
urg*d as a Pretence why the Materials were not ſo good 
46 might be expected from the Price laid to be ren for 
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them, viz. They. were cblig*d to ſtay ſo long for their 
Money, that they could not afford to do otherwiſe. 

Theſe Payments therefore ought not to de left to 
the ſole Diſcretion of the Chamberlains. It ſometimes 
happens that thoſe Offices are executed by Men who 
will not willingly ſuffer any Money to paſs through 
their Hands without making fome Advantage of it, 
either by keeping it in their Hands, and applying it to 
their own Uſe; or elle, S :n/e/ting that the whole, or a 
good Part of every Sum they pay, ſhould be laden out, 
as they call it. If theſe Terms be not complied with, 
the fair Dealer may be poſtpon*d, made to attend from 
Time to Time, and at laſt it may be pretended that 
there is no Money in hand: So He is delivered over to 
the ſucceeding Chamberlains, who if they do not prove 
honeſter Men, may poſſibly be as vexatious. The 
Bailiffs certainly ought to exert themſelves ; indeed 
they ought not to draw upon the Chamberlains for 
more than they have Caſh to anſwer ; but when they 
draw Warrants for proper Sums, and for proper Pur- 


Poſes, they ought to ſee that their Warrants be duly 


obeyed : They ſhould do this, if it were only for their 
own Honour, and for the Credit of the Corporation. Be- 
ſides, when they have taken Care of this, they may 
with the better Grace, and with more Authority, attend 
to the next Thing that we ſhall propoſe, wiz. 

That Care ſhould be taken, 4% prevent the Perſons 
who are employ'd in furniſhing the Bread and Cleaths, 
from impoſing upon the Poor, and, in the modern Phraſe, 
which every Man in the Corporation knows the Mzan- 
ing of, from making a Fobb of it, The Bread, the 
Linnen, and Woollen, are bought for the Poor, not with 
the Town's Money, but with their own. This ſhould be 
the more inculcated, becauſe many Evils ariſe from 


People's calling this Money /e Town's Mone); For 


from henee they conſider themſelves as having a Sort 
of Property in it, as if every Freeman had a Right to 
the Scramble, and every one might contrive how to 
get as much of it as He could. But this Money Fo 
te” the 
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the Poor's Money; The Corporation are only Tyuſtert, 
Receivers, and Stewards for them; it was given for 
their only Uſe and Beboof, and therefore as neither the 
Corporation, nor any Officer, or Member of it ſhould 
ſerve any bye End by [aig it out; ſo certainly no 
Tradeſman can be juſtified if he deals more unfaithfully 
by the Poor, than he would by any private Man. Yer, 
there are ſuch Things as Jobbs, and if we were diſpoſed 
to be ſevere, from ſome given Truths, drawn from 
indiſputable Facts, one might ſhew by an eaſy Calcula- 
tion, how much in the Pound the common Run of 
theſe Fobbs amounts to: But as this is a Matter of mere 
Curioſity, and as ſome will think enough has already 
been ſaid upon this fender Point, it may be ſufficient to 
add a Caution or two to prevent theſe Things for the 
future. 5 

In reſpect of the Bread then, it is propoſed, that 
the Aſſize of it be regularly fixed by the Bailiffs, and 


publick Notice be given of it; that the Clergy and 


the Officers of each Pariſh may the better know when 
it is properly made: And, that upon every juſt Com-

And if the Boys and their Parents comply with the 
Rules of the Society, at their leaving School they 


have each of them 37. towards binding them Appren- 
tices, to Sea, or to ſome of the loweſt and moſt uſeful 
Trades. It is ſo much for the Credit of theſe 
Schools that we cannot forbear adding, that out of 


| Sixty-eight Boys who have been regularly diſmiſſed 


ſince Michaelmas 1739, when the Repreſentation was 


printed, Twenty nine have gone ta d. Above Five 


Hundred Children have been admitted into theſe 


Schools. They were firſt erected in 1709, by volun- 
tary Contribution; and they have chiefly been ſup- 


Jorted ever ſince by a a voluntary annual Subſcription.

the Widows and Orphans of Church of England Clergymen,

the Welt, one Head abutting on the King's-Street, 
and the other on the Church-Yard of St. Lawrence, 
to the only Uſe and Behoof of them and their Heirs

Annuity. 

Mr. John Parker, in 1664, gave Forty Shillings a 
Year, to be paid out of the Sau Inn in this Pariſh, to 
buy Coals for the Poor.

The Sum which this Eſtate ſold for, amounted to 
near 200 J. but this Sum was far ſhort of what would 
be required to build ſuch a Spire as Mr. Edgar in- 
tended.

they were obliged to do ſo by an expenſive Law-Suit:

Mr. Lawrence, Mr. Beaumont, and Mr. Groom, to be 


their Truſtees, who in 1728, convey'd the Premiſes _ 
to twenty-five others; ſeveral of whom are ſince dead, 


and the preſent Deed does not give any Directions 
when the ſaid Truſt ſhould be renewed. But to pre- 


vent the like Inconvenience it ſeems to be proper, that 
in every ſuch Deed the Number ſhould be mention'd 
that are to renew the ſame; and that the Names of. 
the Truſtees ſhould be fixed up in the Veſtry, or other 
Place where the Pariſh Buſineſs is done: That at 
every Eaſter Meeting the Names of the Truſtees. 
ſhould be read over; and as ſoon as the Survivors are 


reduced to the limited Number, a new Deed ſhould 


be immediately ordered. We preſume, if this were 
to become a general Cuſtom, in other Pariſhes as well 
as this, it might be of conſiderable Uſe, as it would

Mr. Fobn Burroughs of this Pariſh by his Will gave.
